The  foregoing  rules  are  to  protect  the  large  investment  in 
time,  money,  and  human  energy  on  research  projects 
established  within  the  Duke  Forest. 

Recreational  use  of  the  Forest  in  the  form  of  hiking, 
picnicking,  and  fishing  is  permitted  as  long  as  the  five 
Forest  rules  are  not  violated. 

A  picnic  site  may  be  reserved  and  the  key  checked  out 
($1.00  deposit  on  key  required)  at  the  Duke  Forest  Office 
in  the  Biological  Sciences  Building,  West 
Campus— extension  2198.  There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of 
the  picnic  areas.

3.  Gates  must  not  be  blocked  at  any  time.  The  roads  are  for 
emergency  use  as  well  as  normal  access  in  the  operation  of  the 
Forest. 

4.  No  trees,  brush  or  grasses  may  be  cut,  scarred,  or  in  any  way 
mutilated  as  such  damage  will  destroy  research  projects. 

5.  Hunting  or  shooting  of  fire  arms  and  air  rif.es  are  not  permitted. 

The  foregoing  rules  are  to  protect  the  large  investment  in 
time,  money,  and  human  energy  on  research  projects 
established  within  the  Duke  Forest. 

Recreational  use  of  the  Forest  in  the  form  of  hiking, 
picnicking,  and  fishing  is  permitted  as  long  as  the  five 
Forest  rules  are  not  violated.

I  SPECIAL  UNIVERSITY  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Widening  of  North  Carolina  Highway  751 

At  the  present  time  the  State  Highway  Commission  is 
developing  plans  to  widen  N.C.  Highway  751  from  Duke 
University  Road  to  the  Old  Chapel  Hill  Road  with  the 
objective  of  letting  a  contract  in  September.  Since  1957, 
widenings  of  this  road  have  occurred  so  that  now  the  road 
has  an  adequate  width  from  Duke  University  Road  to  the 
Orange  County  line.  There  is  still  a  good  deal  of  local 
concern  about  the  hazards  caused  by  the  narrow  pavement 
on  the  portion  of  the  Highway  currently  being  considered 
for  widening.  A  number  of  serious  accidents  have  occurred 
on  this  portion  of  the  Highway. 

For  at  least  the  last  four  years,  Mr.  G.C.  Henricksen, 
Vice  President  and  Treasurer,  has  kept  the  Subcommittee 
on  Faculty  Housing  of  the  Academic  Council  advised  about 
the  progress  that  was  being  made  in  securing  a  pedestrian 
and  bicycle  path  that  has  been  planned  as  part  of  the 
project  to  widen  the  road. 

In  January  of  1968  when  the  Subdivision  Review  Board 
of  the  City  of  Durham  approved  Duke  University's 
Homesites-Section  8,  it  carried  this  stipulation:  "That 
adequate  right-of-way  be  reserved  for  N.C.  Highway  751  in 
accordance  with  the  City's  thoroughfare  plan."  At  that 
time,  the  University  indicated  that  it  was  holding  a  200 
foot  buffer  strip  so  that  at  the  proper  time  it  could  work 
with  the  State  Highway  Commission  on  the  widening  of 
N.C.  Highway  751.  While  the  State  Highway  people  were 
surveying  N.C.  Highway  751  early  this  year,  Duke 
University  again  requested  that,  because  of  the  considerable 
pedestrian  and  bicycle  traffic,  a  gravel  walk  and  bicycle 
path  should  be  provided,  and  the  State  has  agreed. 

On  June  3,  1969  representatives  of  the  Highway 
Commission  and  of  the  City  of  Durham  met  with  Mr.  J. A. 
Ward  and  Mr.  W.E.  Whitford  and  went  over  the  preliminary 
plans  for  the  improvement.  Mr.  Ward  estimates  that  the 
amount  of  land  required  from  the  Duke  University  buffer 
zone  varies  from  a  minimum  of  five  to  a  maximum  of  thirty 
feet,  leaving  a  buffer  zone  that  will  now  vary  from  170  to 
195  feet.

One  of  Scandanavia's  most  famous  musical  organizations, 
the  renowned  Stockholm  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  will 
return  for  a  second  visit  to  the  United  States  following  a 
triumphant  tour  last  year,  through  the  auspicious 
sponsorship  of  S.  Hurok.  Founded  in  1914,  the  Orchestra's 
fine  reputation  has  drawn  to  it  virtuoso  instrumentalists 
from  all  over  Europe  to  augment  its  basically  Swedish 
personnel  of  more  than  one  hundred. 


Such  eminent  musicians  as  Toscanini,  Bruno  Walter, 
Stokowski,  and  Monteux  have  conducted  this  prestigious 
orchestra.  Its  current  chief  conductor,  Antal  Dorati,  has 
brought  to  a  new  level  of  excellence  the  ensemble, 
described  by  N.Y.  Times'  Schonberg  as  a  "robust, 
full-throated  orchestra"  of  high  accomplishment  with  its 
extreme  dynamics,  precision  and  power. 

Sunday,  March  1, 1970 

THE  BACH  ARIA  GROUP.  The  Bach  Aria  Group, 
composed  of  nine  world  famous  instrumental  and  vocal 
soloists,  has  achieved  its  international  reputation  through 
numerous  recordings,  concerts  and  broadcasts  to  packed 
houses  in  New  York  and  on  tours  throughout  the  United 
States,  South  America  and  Europe. 

Founded  in  1946  by  William  Scheide  and  continuing 
under  his  leadership,  the  Bach  Aria  group  was  formed  to 
present  the  solo  vocal-instrumental  music  of  Johann 
Sebastian  Bach.  Mr.  Scheide  discovered  in  working  through 
the  full  edition  of  Bach's  works  some  200  cantatas  which 
include  some  of  the  most  sublime  music  of  all  time.  These 
works  offered  an  infinite  variety  of  arias  and  duets  which 
place  the  performing  instrumental  and  vocal  soloists  on 
equal  footing  and  allows  them  to  perform  this  Bach 
repetoire. 

For  the  past  nineteen  years,  the  series  by  the  Bach  Aria 
Group  have  proved  major  music  events  in  New  York's 
musical  life.  SRO  audiences  at  Philharmonic  Hall,  Lincoln 
Center,  Carnegie  Hall,  and  Town  Hall  have  given  ovations  to 
these  unique  performances.  The  famed  ensemble  has  been 
heard  in  concerts  on  three  continents,  everywhere  receiving 
overwhelming  praise.  Their  last  year's  tour  of  Europe  was 
an  outstanding  success  from  Stockholm  to  Lisbon.

The 
North  Carolina  Dance  Theatre  is  a  group  of  young  dancers 
who  have  already  received  acclaim  in  the  Southeastern 
United  States  performing  a  repertoire  of  classical  and 
modem  dance.  A  tour  of  Italy  this  past  summer  brought 
additional  accolades  to  the  group.  Distinguishing  aspects  of 
the  company  are  its  brilliant  and  innovative  choreography 
as  well  as  the  buoyancy  of  the  youthful  dancers.  The  Duke 
Artists  Series  is  pleased  to  recognize  the  remarkable 
development  of  the  School  of  Dance,  North  Carolina 
School  of  the  Arts,  through  the  guidance  of  its  director. 
Dean  Robert  Lindgren  and  his  distinguished  faculty  of  eight 
professional  dancers  including  Pauline  Koner,  Duncan 
Noble  and  Job  Sanders.

The  long 
awaited  United  States  debut  of  the  famed  London 
Philharmonic  Symphony  Orchestra  was  only  recently 
announced  by  Carnegie  Hall  Corporation  and  Columbia 
Artist  Management.  Special  arrangements  were  quickly 
made  by  the  Artist  Series  Committee  to  bring  them  to 
Duke  during  their  brief  tour  as  an  exciting  extra. 


The  London  Philharmonic  Orchestra  was  formed  in 
1932  by  Sir  Thomas  Beecham  and  has  a  permanent  strength 
of  90  musicians.  The  London  home  of  the  London 
Philarmonic  is  The  Royal  Festival  Hall.  It  also  presents 
series  in  The  Royal  Albert  Hall,  many  major  cities  and 
schools  and  for  many  years  has  been  the  opera  orchestra 
each  summer  at  the  Glyndeboume  Festival.  The  LPO's  large 
recording  commitment  is  primarly  with  Philips  and  CBS 
Records  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  widely  travelled  of  the 
London  orchestras. 

Although  the  LPO  is  new  to  America,  its  brilliant 
Principal  Conductor  is  not.  Bernard  Haitinik  is  one  of  the 
new,  younger  generation  super  conductors  who  has  risen  in 
his  phenomenal  career  to  the  top  of  the  conductor's  world. 
In  addition  to  the  LPO  he  is  also  the  Musical  Director  of 
Amsterdam's  Concertebouw  and  brought  them  twice  to 
America.  He  has  built  a  repertoire  of  contemporary 
composers  and  is  recognized  as  a  most  versatile  and  popular 
conductor.

The 
North  Carolina  Dance  Theatre  is  a  group  of  young  dancers 
who  have  already  received  acclaim  in  the  Southeastern 
United  States  performing  a  repertoire  of  classical  and 
modern  dance.  A  tour  of  Italy  this  past  summer  brought 
additional  accolades  to  the  group.  Distinguishing  aspects  of 
the  company  are  its  brilliant  and  innovative  choreography 
as  well  as  the  buoyancy  of  the  youthful  dancers.  The  Duke 
Artists  Series  is  pieased  lo  recognize  the  remarkable 
development  of  the  School  of  Dance,  North  Carolina 
School  of  the  Arts,  through  the  guidance  of  its  director.

Special  arrangements  were  quickly 
made  by  the  Artist  Series  Committee  to  bring  them  to 
Duke  during  their  brief  tour  as  an  exciting  extra. 

The  London  Philharmonic  Orchestra  was  formed  in 
1932  by  Sir  Thomas  Beecham  and  has  a  permanent  strength 
of  90  musicians.  The  London  home  of  the  London 
Philarmonic  is  The  Royal  Festival  Hall.  It  also  presents 
series  in  The  Royal  Albert  Hall,  many  major  cities  and 
schools  and  for  many  years  has  been  the  opera  orchestra 
each  summer  at  the  Glyndeboume  Festival.  The  LPO's  large 
recording  commitment  is  primarly  with  Philips  and  CBS 
Records  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  widely  travelled  of  the 
London  orchestras. 

Although  the  LPO  is  new  to  America,  its  brilliant 
Principal  Conductor  is  not.  Bernard  Haitinik  is  one  of  the 
new,  younger  generation  super  conductors  who  has  risen  in 
his  phenomenal  career  to  the  top  of  the  conductor's  world. 
In  addition  to  the  LPO  he  is  also  the  Musical  Director  of 
Amsterdam's  Concertebouw  and  brought  them  twice  to 
America.  He  has  built  a  repertoire  of  contemporary 
composers  and  is  recognized  as  a  most  versatile  and  popular 
conductor.

The  Department  of  Zoology  and  the  University  Program 
in  Genetics  will  hold  a  seminar  on  Monday,  September 
29th,  at  4:15  p.m.  in  Room  111  of  the  Biological  Sciences  , 
Building.  Dr.  Walter  R.  Guild,  Professor  of  Biophysics, 
Genetics  Division  of  the  Department  of  Biochemistry  and  | 
the  University  Program  in  Genetics,  will  speak  on  "On  The 
Mechanism  of  Synapsis— Evidence  From  Bacterial

The  speaker's  interest  in  transforming  DNA  was 
stimulated  directly  by  the  early  work  of  Donald  Fluke 
(1951)  in  this  field,  while  both  were  in  the  biophysics 
group  at  Yale.  Dr.  Guild  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Yale  in 
1951,  began  studying  the  radiation  sensitivity  of  DNA  in 
1953,  and  had  broadened  his  interests  to  the  properties  of 
DNA  and  the  mechanisms  of  transformation  in  general  by 
the  time  he  joined  the  Biochemistry  Department  at  Duke  in 
1960. 

Recent  studies  by  Carolyn  Collins  in  his  laboratory, 
following  earlier  work  of  Allen  Cato,  suggest  that  the  step 
of  initial  pairing  of  donor  and  recipient  DNA  is 
operationally  measurable,  allowing  for  the  first  time  an 
assay  of  the  kinetics  of  the  process.  Dr.  Guild  will  review 
this  work  and  suggest  some  implications  for  the  mechanism 
of  synapsis  in  other  recombination  systems.

Distinguishing  aspects  of 
the  company  are  its  briUiant  and  innovative  choreography 
as  well  as  the  buoyancy  of  the  youthful  dancers.  The  Duke 
Artists  Series  is  pleased  to  recognize  the  remarkable 
development  of  the  School  of  Dance,  North  Carolina 
School  of  the  Arts,  through  the  guidance  of  its  director.

The  London  Philharmonic  Orchestra  was  formed  in 
1932  by  Sir  Thomas  Beecham  and  has  a  permanent  strength 
of  90  musicians.  The  London  home  of  the  London 
Philarmonic  is  The  Royal  Festival  Hall.  It  also  presents 
series  in  The  Royal  Albert  Hall,  many  major  cities  and 
schools  and  for  many  years  has  been  the  opera  orchestra 
each  summer  at  the  Glyndeboume  Festival.  The  LPO's  large 
recording  commitment  is  primarly  with  Philips  and  CBS 
Records  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  widely  travelled  of  the 
London  orchestras. 

Although  the  LPO  is  new  to  America,  its  brilliant 
Principal  Conductor  is  not.  Bernard  Haitinik  is  one  of  the 
new,  younger  generation  super  conductors  who  has  risen  in 
his  phenomenal  career  to  the  top  of  the  conductor's  world. 
In  addition  to  the  LPO  he  is  also  the  Musical  Director  of 
Amsterdam's  Concertebouw  and  brought  them  twice  to 
America.  He  has  buUt  a  repertoire  of  contemporary 
composers  and  is  recognized  as  a  most  versatile  and  popular 
conductor.

The  Philidor  Trio,  a  distinguished  group  of  young 
musicians  who  regularly  perform  with  the  New  York  Pro 
Musica,  will  be  presented  in  a  formal  program  on  Sunday, 
October  5th,  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  Music  Room  of  the  East 
Duke  Building.  There  will  also  be  a  Recorder  Workshop  at 
1:00  p.m.  on  the  same  day  at  the  Allied  Arts  Building,  810 
Proctor  Street.  Both  of  these  events  are  open  to  the  public; 
information  regarding  the  Workshop  may  be  secured  by 
calling  682-5519.  Tickets,  priced  at  $1.00  for  students  and 
$1.50  for  others,  are  available  at  the  Page  Box  Office, 
Allied  Arts  Building,  and  will  be  available  at  the  door. 

The  Philidor  Trio  was  formed  in  1965  by  three  young 
musicians,  Miss  Elizabeth  Humes,  Mr.  Shelley  Gruskin,  and 
Mr.  Edward  Smith,  who  regularly  perform  with  the  New 
York  Pro  Musica.  Their  objective  was  to  explore  and  bring 
before  the  public  music  from  the  17th  and  18th  centuries 
for  soprano  voice,  flute  or  recorder,  and  harpsichord.  The 
Trio  has  had  the  pleasure  of  discovering  many  beautiful 
pieces  that  have  lain  unperformed  for  centuries. 

Despite  the  apparent  restrictions  imposed  by  the 
combination  of  instruments  and  voices,  their  repertoire 
covers  a  vast  range  of  styles  and  forms,  from  most  of  the 
countries  of  Europe.  Their  practice,  however,  is  to  be  rather 
restrictive  in  programming,  so  as  to  present  "in  depth" 
several  aspects  of  a  single  style,  composer,  or  period. 

Besides  their  membership  with  the  New  York  Pro 
Musica,  the  members  have  had  extensive  experience  in 
other  musical  organizations.  Miss  Humes  has  sung  with  the 
Robert  Shaw  Chorale,  the  Riverside  Chamber  Singers,  and 
the  Contata  Singers.  Mr.  Shelley  Gruskin  played  two  years 
with  the  Rochester  Philharmonic,  a  season  with  the  NBC 
Opera  Orchestra,  and  has  taught  at  the  New  York  College 
of  Music  and  the  Dalton  School.  Mr.  Edward  Smith,  a 
Fulbright  Scholarship  winner  and  a  student  with  Ralph 
Kirkpatrick  at  Yale  University,  is  presently  an  instructor  in 
the  Music  Department  of  the  University  of  Illinois.

BROADWAY  AT  DUKE 
"YOUR  OWN  THING" 

The  New  York  Drama  Critics'  Circle  Award  is  one  of  the 
most  highly  coveted  prizes  that  any  American  stage 
attraction  can  hope  to  gain.  And  in  the  thirty-three  years 
that  this  award  has  been  bestowed  since  it  was  founded,  it 
was  never  given  to  an  off-Broadway  New  York 
production— not  even  to  the  acclaimed,  long-running 
"Threepenny  Opera"— until  it  was  voted  in  1968  to  a 
musical  called  "Your  Own  Thing,"  which  is  going  to  be 
brought  to  Page  Auditorium  on  Sunday,  October  12th  by 
its  original  producers,  Zev  Bufman  and  Dorothy  Love,  with 
a  New  York  cast.  The  performances  will  initiate  the 
1969-70  Broadway  at  Duke  Series,  which  is  sponsored  by 
the  Drama  Committee  of  the  Duke  University  Union. 

There  will  be  a  matinee  performance  at  4:00  p.m.  with 
tickets  priced  at  $4.25,  $3.25,  and  $2.25.  A  few  single 
tickets  for  the  evening  performance  at  8:15  p.m.  are  still 
available  at  $5.00,  $4.00,  and  $3.00  in  Page  Box  Office. 
Those  attending  these  performances  are  urged  to  arrive 
promptly  for  seating. 

"Your  Own  Thing"  is  a  joyful,  modem  musical  comedy 
version  of  Shakespeare's  sweetly  romantic  comedy, 
"Twelfth  Night."  Almost  every  Shakespearean  play  has 
been  turned  into  an  opera,  but  only  four  of  his  works  have 
been  adapted  into  musical  comedy  form,  and  all  have  been 
wonderfully  successful.  The  first  was  "Kiss  Me,  Kate," 
based  on  "The  Taming  of  the  Shrew;"  the  second  was  a 
similar  peak  in  theatrical  history— the  adaptation  of 
"Romeo  and  Juliet"  called  "West  Side  Story;"  and  the 
third,  "The  Boys  from  Syracuse"  was  based  on  "The 
Comedy  of  Errors."  The  fourth  such  triumph  is  "Your  Own 
Thing,"  which  opened  in  New  York  early  in  January,  1968 
and  has  been  drawing  capacity  audiences  ever  since. 

The  tongue-in-cheek  modern  re-telling  of  "Twelfth 
Night"  was  made  into  "Your  Own  Thing"  by  Donald 
Driver,  and  its  lilting  songs  were  written  by  Hal  Hester  and 
Danny  Apolinar.  When  it  first  opened  in  New  York,  Clive 
Barnes,  critic  for  the  New  York  Times,  said  in  his  review 
that  "The  humor  of  the  show  is  light-fingered  and 
light-hearted,  its  vitality  and  charm  are  terrific,  and  the 
music  is  always  engaging."  Fourteen  months  later  this  critic 
returned  to  see  the  show  again  and  reported:  "When  I  saw 
it  on  its  opening,  it  was  love  at  first  sight.  I  was  startled  by 
its  freshness.  Now,  knowing  what  to  expect,  I  found  it  no 
longer  startling,  but  this  shrewd,  witty,  pointed,  rock  and 
boisterous  version  of  'Twelfth  Night'  is  still  great  fun." 

The  original  Shakespearean  tale  of  mixed-up  lovers  has 
been  given  a  hilarious  contemporary  switch  in  this  musical 
with  Michele  Conaway  and  Steve  Skiles  in  the  roles  of  the 
twinned  brother-and-sister  rock-'n'-roll  singers,  based 
loosely  on  Shakespeare's  Viola  and  Sebastian  Sandra 
Harrison  will  be  the  Bard's  Olivia  now  become  proprietress 
of  a  discotheque  but  still  enamored  of  the  message-bearing 
Viola  disguised  as  a  boy,  and  Roger  Rathbum  fills  out  the 
confused  romantic  quartette  as  Orsino— here  transformed 
into  Orson,  manager  of  a  rock  group  called  The 
Apocalypse.  Walter  Willison,  Gregg  Stump  and  Ron  Annas 
will  be  seen  as  three  of  this  group— that  the  fourth  member 
has  been  drafted  is  the  occasion  for  Viola  and  Sebastian 
being  hired  to  join  the  group,  though  Orson  mistakenly 
thinks  he  has  hired  only  one  of  them.  They  look  alike  so 
much  neither  he  nor  anybody  else  can  tell  the  difference 
between  them— a  central  joke  of  the  show.

One  of  the  Soviet  Union's  major  attractions,  the 
OSIPOV  BALALAIKA  ORCHESTRA,  wUl  be  joined  by 
STARS  OF  THE  BOLSHOI  OPERA  and  RUSSIAN 
DANCERS  in  a  touring  Folk  Festival  of  song  and  dance 
never  before  seen  here  at  8: 15  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  October 
15th  in  the  Indoor  Stadium.

LUCAS  HOVING  DANCE  COMPANY  RESIDENCY 
VISIT  PERFORMANCES 

The  Lucas  Hoving  Dance  Company  will  arrive  on 
Wednesday,  October  15th  for  a  three-day  visit  to  the  Duke 
campus.  An  open  Master  Class  on  Thursday,  October  16th 
in  the  Woman's  College  Gymnasium  will  be  followed  by  a 
Lecture-Demonstration  in  Page  Auditorium  at  8:00  p  m.  on 
the    same    date.     Both    Master    Class    and 


Lecture-Demonstration   are   open   to   the  public  without 
charge. 

The  major  performance  will  be  presented  at  8:15  p  m.  in 
Page  Auditorium  on  Friday,  October  17th.  Reserved  seat 
tickets,  priced  at  $2.50,  2.00  and  1.50  are  now  available  in 
Page  Box  Office.  The  residency  visit  is  made  possible 
through  a  grant  from  the  U.S.  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  through  the  North  Carolina  Arts  Council. 

With  a  wry  wink  at  men's  foibles  and  a  rapier  thrust  at 
life's  ills,  Lucas  Hoving  brings  a  fresh  and  trenchant 
inventiveness  to  the  world  of  dance.  Sensitive  to  today's 
headlines,  he  is  equally  sensitive  to  the  overriding  verities  of 
the  past.  His  works  balance  immediacy  with  maturity, 
solemnity  with  wit.  Working  within  the  demanding  confines 
of  intimate  dance  theater,  Mr.  Hoving  has  created  a 
repertory  superbly  suited  to  his  own  and  his  dancers' 
talents. 

Perhaps  the  most  telling  comment  Mr.  Hoving  made 
when  interviewed  recently  was  that  he  cares  what  happens 
to  people.  His  dances  reflect  this  concern,  whether  they  are 
drawn  from  the  mists  of  mythology,  as  in  Icarus,  or  from 
the  murderous  machinations  of  modem  man,  as  in  Has  the 
Last  Train  Left?  and  The  Tenants.  Yet  there  is  always  the 
tempering  play  of  humor— delight  in  the  midst  of  despair. 

Mr.  Hoving's  acute  ear  for  music  has  prompted 
fascinating  selections  for  his  works.  He  found  the  music  for 
Icarus  in  Japan.  Some  of  the  dance  movements,  particularly 
those  for  the  Sun,  are  adaptations  of  gestures  used  in 
Japanese  Noh  theater.  Incidental  Passage,  to  Czerny  piano 
exercises,  touches  lightly  on  the  incidential  passages  of 
music  and  people.  Satie  and  Baldings  lend  themselves 
perfectly  to  the  absurdities  of  Santiana  and  Has  the  Last 
Train  Left?  Aubade,  a  pure  dance  piece,  was  composed 
simply  because  Mr.  Hoving  liked  Blomdahl's  music.  Webem 
{Strange,  to  Wish  Wishes  No  Longer)  and  Riedel  (The 
Tenants)  complete  the  list  of  gifted  contemporary 
composers. 

With  his  dancers  Mr.  Hoving  peoples  the  stage  with  "a 
cast  of  thousands."  The  thousands  are  you,  me,  and 
everyman.  His  works  have  significance  on  many  levels. 
Icarus  is  more  than  the  legend.  Woven  through  it  are 
threads  in  the  relationship  between  father  and  son,  man  and 
woman.  It  symbolizes  the  search  for  the  unobtainable,  the 
approach  to  the  unreachable,  the  veering  attitudes  between 
young  and  old  age.  Has  the  Last  Train  Left?  recruits  images 
from  the  threat  of  nuclear  warfare,  commedia  dell'arte,  and 
the  theater  of  the  absurd.  The  Tenants,  in  its  portrayal  of 
lone,  lost  figures  in  today's  gasp  of  violence,  is  pursued  by 
the  fall,  all-pervading  guilt,  the  enteral  triangle,  the 
confusion  of  victory  and  victim— in  short,  the 
confrontations  of  all  of  us  in  the  rooming  house  of  life. 

Born  in  Holland,  Lucas  Hoving  started  dance  training 
with  the  Kurt  Jooss-School  in  England  and  was  brought  to 
the  United  States  by  Agnes  de  Mille  to  perform  in 
legitimate  theatre.  He  soon  became  a  member  of  Jose 
Limon  Dance  Company  where  he  became  knovm  for  his 
interpretation  of  rolls  such  as  lago  (Moor's  Pavance),  The 
White  Man  (Emperor  Jones),  and  The  Leader  (The  Traitor). 
With  this  company,  he  made  many  tours  to  the  Far  East, 
Australia,  Europe  and  South  America  under  the  auspices  of 
the  U.S.  State  Department. 

Now  performing  exclusively  with  his  own  company  both 
in  the  United  States  and  abroad,  Mr.  Hoving  has  taught  and 
lectured  in  most  of  the  major  dance  centers  of  the  world. 
He  is  presently  on  the  faculty  of  the  Juilliard  School  and 
Columbia  University  Teachers  College  in  New  York.  His 
choreography    has   earned    him    grants   by    the    Dutch 


Government  and   the  U.S.  National  Endowment  for  the 

Arts.

DANFORTH  GRADUATE  FELLOWSHIPS  AWARDS 

Inquiries  about  the  Danforth  Graduate  Fellowships,  to 
be  awarded  in  March,  1970,  are  invited,  according  to 
Professor  M.  Margaret  Belli,  Department  of  Political  Science 
(2114  Campus  Drive)  the  local  campus  representative. 

The  Fellowships,  offered  by  the  Danforth  Foundation  of 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  are  open  to  men  and  women  who  are 
seniors  or  recent  graduates  of  accredited  colleges  in  the 
United  States,  who  have  serious  interest  in  college  teaching 


as  a  career,  and  who  plan  to  study  for  a  Ph.D.  in  a  field 
common  to  the  undergraduate  college.  Applicants  may  be 
single  or  married,  must  be  less  than  thirty  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  application,  and  may  not  have  undertaken  any 
graduate  or  professional  study  beyond  the  baccalaurete. 
They  should  plan  to  take  the  Undergraduate  Record 
Examination. 

Approximately  120  Fellowships  will  be  awarded  in 
March,  1970.  Candidates  must  be  nominated  by  Liaison 
Officers  of  the  undergraduate  institutions  by  November  1, 
1969.  The  Foundation  does  not  accept  direct  applications 
for  the  Fellowships. 

Danforth  Graduate  Fellows  are  eligible  for  four  year  of 
financial  assistance,  with  a  mjiximum  annual  living  stipend 
of  $2400  for  single  Fellows  and  $2950  for  married  Fellows, 
plus  tuition  and  fees.  Dependency  allowances  are  available. 
Financial  need  is  not  a  condition  for  consideration. 

Danforth  Fellows  may  hold  certain  other  fellowships 
such  as  Ford,  Fulbright,  National  Science,  Rhodes,  etc. 
concurrently  and  will  be  Danforth  Fellows  without  stipend 
until  the  other  awards  lapse.  Danforth  Fellows  also  may  be 
designated  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellows. 

The  Danforth  Foundation,  created  by  the  late  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  William  H.  Danforth  in  1927,  is  a  philanthropy 
concerned  primarily  with  people  and  values.  Over  the  years 
the  work  of  the  Foundation,  while  oriented  toward  these 
concerns,  has  taken  varied  forms  depending  upon  changing 
circumstances  and  the  presence  of  promising  opportunities 
for  constructive  action.

"Twelfth  Night."  The  tongue-in  cheek  modem  re-telling  of 
"Twelfth  Night"  was  made  into  "Your  Own  Thing"  by 
Donald  Driver,  and  its  lilting  songs  were  written  by  Hal 
Hester  and  Danny  Apolinar.  When  it  first  opened  in  New 
York,  Clive  Barnes,  critic  for  the  New  York  Times,  said  in 
his  review  that  "The  humor  of  the  show  is  light-fingered 
and  light-hearted,  its  vitality  and  charm  are  terrific,  and  the 
music  is  always  engaging."  Fourteen  months  later  this  critic 
returned  to  see  the  show  again  and  reported:  "When  I  saw 
it  on  its  opening,  it  was  love  at  first  sight.  I  was  startled  by 
its  freshness.  Now,  knowing  what  to  expect,  I  found  it  no 
longer  startling,  but  this  shrewd,  witty,  pointed,  rock  and 
boisterous  verious  of  'Twelfth  Night'  is  still  great  fun."

D.U.U.  MAJOR  SPEAKERS  SERIES 
WILLIAM  R.  BAIRD 

William  R.  Baird,  a  crusader  for  legalizing  abortion,  will 
speak  Monday,  October  13th  at  8:15  in  Page  Auditorium. 
Mr.  Baird,  director  and  founder  of  the  Parent's  Aid  Society, 
will  speak  on  "Legalized  Abortion."  His  address  will 
explore  the  human,  legal,  medical  and  moral  implications  of 
the  subject.  The  address  is  the  second  in  the  1969-70  Major 
Speakers  Series,  sponsored  by  the  Duke  University  Union. 

Baird's  birth  control  crusade  began  several  years  ago 
after  he  saw  the  mother  of  nine  children  die  as  a  result  of  a 
self  induced  abortion.  Parent's  Aid  Society  began  in  a  store 
front  clinic  in  Hempstead,  New  York.  It  now  operates  seven 
nights  a  week,  providing  the  only  abortion  referral  service 
in  the  country,  as  well  as  free  birth  control  information  and 
devices. 

Several  times  Mr.  Baird  has  run  afoul  of  laws  designed  to 
prevent  such  activities.  In  1965  he  was  jailed  for  violation 
of  a  New  York  law;  months  later,  his  legal  battle  succeeded 
in  overthrowing  the  statute,  and  he  was  appointed  a 
consultant  to  the  New  York  State  Senate  and  Assembly 
Joint  Committee  on  Health  to  do  the  same  kind  of  work 
for  which  he  had  been  imprisoned.  

He  also  has  served  a  jail  sentence  in  New  Jersey  for 
similar  activity.  He  now  is  under  indictment  and  facing  a 
possible  10  years  imprisonment  for  lecturing  in  Boston  on 
birth  control  and  testing  the  constitutionality  of  a  law 
adopted  more  than  100  years  ago  in  Massachusetts.

With  a  wry  wink  at  men's  foibles  and  a  rapier  thrust  at 
life's  ills,  Lucas  Hoving  brings  a  fresh  and  trenchant 
inventiveness  to  the  world  of  dance.  Sensitive  to  today's 
headlines,  he  is  equally  sensitive  to  the  overriding  verities  of 
the  past.  His  works  balance  immediacy  with  maturity, 
solemnity  with  wit.  Working  with  the  demanding  confines 
of  intimate  dance  theater,  Mr.  Hoving  has  created  a 
repertory  superbly  suited  to  his  own  and  his  dancers' 
talents. 

Perhaps  the  most  telling  comment  Mr.  Hoving  made 
when  interviewed  recently  was  that  he  cares  what  happens 
to  people.  His  dances  reflect  this  concern,  whether  they  are 
drawn  from  the  mists  of  mythology,  as  in  Icarus,  or  from 
the  murderous  machinations  of  modem  man,  as  in  Has  the 
Last  Train  Left?  and  The  Tenants.  Yet  there  is  always  the 
tempering  play  of  humor— delight  in  the  midst  of  despair. 

Born  in  Holland,  Lucas  Hoving  started  dance  training 
with  the  Kurt  Jooss-School  in  England  and  was  brought  to 
the  United  States  by  Agnes  de  Mille  to  perform  in 
legitimate  theatre.  He  soon  became  a  member  of  Jose 
Limon  Dance  Company  where  he  became  known  for  his 
interpretation  of  rolls  such  as  lago  (Moor's  Pavance),  The 
White  Man  (Emperor  Jones) ,  and  The  Leader  (The  Traitor). 
With  this  company,  he  made  many  tours  to  the  Far  East, 
Australia,  Europe  and  South  America  under  the  auspices  of 
the  U.S.  State  Department. 

Now  performing  exclusively  with  his  own  company  both 


in  the  United  States  and  abroad,  Mr.  Hoving  has  taught  and 
lectured  in  most  of  the  major  dance  centers  of  the  world. 
He  is  presently  on  the  faculty  of  the  Juilliard  School  and 
Columbia  University  Teachers  College  in  New  York.  His 
choreography  has  earned  him  grants  by  the  Dutch 
Government  and  the  U.S.  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.  Mr.  Lucas  will  be  joined  by  his  company  which 
includes  Sandra  Brown,  Graciella  Figueroa,  Gay  DeLanghe, 
Christopher  Lyall,  Seamus  Murphy  and  Charies  Phipps.

University  UN  CIRUNA;  the  Durham  Jaycees  and  the 
Durham  League  of  Women  Voters.  The  United  Nations 
observance  will  be  dramatized  on  the  stage  with  a  colorful 
panoply  of  flags  representing  various  nations  of  the  UN  and 
by  a  number  of  international  students  wearing  the  native 
dress  of  their  countries. 

Ambassador  Fisher's  distinguished  career  began  with  his 
graduation  from  Princeton  University,  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and 
Summa  Cum  Laude  and  three  years  later  with  a  LLB  from 
Harvard  Law  School.  He  served  at  Harvard  Law  School  with 
Professor  Felix  Frankfurter  and  later  was  a  law  clerk  with 
Justice  Brandeis.  His  government  appointments  include 
work  with  Secretary  of  State  Dean  Acheson,  Secretary  of 
War  John  J.  McCloy,  General  Counsel  for  the  Department 
of  Commerce  under  Secretary  Harrimon,  and  General 
Counsel  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission. 

In  February  1961,  Fisher  accompanied  Mr.  McCloy  to 
Moscow  to  serve  as  his  Deputy  in  negotiating  the 
McCloy— Zorin  Joint  Statement  of  Agreed  Principles  for 
Disarmament  Negotiations,  promulgated  September  20, 
1961.  He  also  worked  with  the  Congress  in  implementing 


i 


President  Kennedy's  recommendation  for  the  passage  of  tiie 
Act  of  Congress  setting  up  the  U.S.  Arms  Control  and 
Disarmament  Agency.  As  Deputy  Director  of  that  AGency 
he  was  active  in  directing  the  worlc  of  the  Agency  in 
formulating  the  policies  to  be  carried  out  by  U.  S. 
negotiators.  Since  1963  a  large  portion  of  his  time  was 
spent  in  the  negotiating  process.  He  was  the  Deputy  Head 
of  the  Delegation  led  by  Averill  Harriman  which  negotiated 
the  limited  test  ban  in  Moscow  in  July  1063.  During  the 
period  from  1964  through  1968  he  served  varying  periods 
of  time  at  the  Conference  of  the  Eigh teen-Nation 
Committee  on  Disarmament  (ENDC)  in  Geneva  as  the 
principal  representative  of  the  United  States.  He  was  the 
principal  representative  of  the  United  States  on  January  18, 
1968  when  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  together 
submitted  to  the  Conference  a  complete  test  of  a  draft 
treaty  to  prevent  the  spread  of  nuclear  weapons.  Most 
recently  he  has  served  as  a  United  States  Representative  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Nations  (with  the 
personal  rank  of  Ambassador,  and  was  serving  in  this 
capacity,  when  that  Committee  and  the  General  Assembly 
overwhelmingly  endorsed  the  draft  treaty  on  the 
non-proliferation  of  nuclear  weapons.

One  is  a  simple,  good  natured  carpenter  who  has 
been  appointed  "aryan  controller"  of  a  supposedly 
profitable  Jewish  dry  goods  shop.  The  other  is  the  elderly, 
widowed  proprietor  of  the  shop,  a  headstrong  but  eng^ing 
old  woman,  oblivious  of  the  war,  who  cannot  understand 
the  position  of  the  new  arrival  and  assumes  he  has  been  sent 
as  an  assistant.  The  plot  involves  the  attempt  of  the 
carpenter  to  save  the  shopkeeper  from  the  Nazi  deporation 
of  Jews  and  his  panic  under  the  excruciating  conflicts  of 
the  circumstances.

He  has  proposed  an  Asian 
Accommodation  Program  in  which  Asian  nations  would 
provide    the    personnel    to    protect    and    rebuild    South 


Vietnam  villages  under  the  leadership  of  the  South 
Vietnamese  themselves.  He  has  consistently  warned  that 
this  nation  must  recognize  that  all  international  problems 
are  not  susceptible  to  solution  by  the  intrusion  of  American 
armed  might.

ART  EXHIBITION 

TAPESTRY  SHOW 

BY  SILVIA  HEYDEN 

The  Graphic  Arts  Committee  of  the  Duke  University 
Union  announces  the  opening  November  18th  of  a  tapestry 
show  which  will  be  on  display  in  the  Gallery  of  the 
Woman's  College  Library.  The  exhibit  is  open  to  the  public 
during  regular  Library  hours  and  will  remain  up  until 
December  18th.  The  artist,  Mrs.  Silvia  Heyden  of  Durham, 
is  a  graduate  of  the  School  of  Applied  Arts  in  Zurich, 
Switzerland  where  in  1952,  she  received  the  award  of  the 
City  of  Zurich. 

Silvia  Heyden  has  worked  with  architects  for  tapestries 
in  official  buildings  in  Switzerland,  Germany,  and  in  this 
country.  Her  largest  commission  is  the  "Castle"— tapestry 
for  the  Boardroom  of  the  Bankers  Trust  Club  in  New  York 
which  completey  covers  a  wall  of  10  by  100  feet.  The  most 
recent  tapestry  has  just  been  installed  at  the  lobby  of  a  new 
apartment  house  on  Madison  Avenue  in  New  York. 

In  this  exhibition  are  14  tapestries  in  many  different 
techniques:  the  long  pile,  knotted  "Pinetrees";  "Fleur 
d'Afrique"  uses  a  sculptured  hooking  technique; 
"Dolomiti"  has  slits  as  part  of  the  design;  "Wind  on 
Grandfather  Mountain"  is  woven  diagonally.  Irregular  Swiss 
linen  and  soft  twisted  wool  stimulated  the  idea  for 
"Loopy."  "Ocean  and  Desert"  has  built  in  pieces  of  a 
previously  woven  tapestry  whereas  the  latest  designs  grew 
out  of  experiments  with  raised  parts  as  seen  in  "Sand 
Dunes,"  "Pagodes,"  "Indian  Theme."

"Guru  Nanak's  distinct  contribution  to  the  religious  idea 
was  not  so  much  to  the  philosophy  of  religion  as  to  the 
psychology  of  it.  He  rid  religion  of  the  discursive  theories 
about  God  and  brought  the  soul  of  man  face  to  face  with 
the  Supreme  Reality  called  God  which  he  identified  with 
Truth,  Beauty  and  Love. 

Every  man  and  woman  in  his  faith  was  sacred  to  God, 
irrespective  of  his  birth,  station,  mode  of  life,  colour,  caste, 
nationality  or  nature  of  work.  He  refused  to  divide  the 
world  into  black  and  white,  the  faithful  and  the  infidel,  and 
made  short  shrift  of  the  theories  held  so  firmly  by  vast 
masses  of  men.  His  contention  was  that  it  was  fruitless  to 
argue  about  the  origin  of  man  or  the  universe,  or  even  as  to 
the  life  hereafter.  Man  and  the  universe,  both,  were  here 
before  us  to  be  dealth  with.  And,  even  though  the  world  for 
an  individual  was  not  real  except  for  a  brief  few  moments, 
its  essential  reality  and  timelessness  could  not  be  denied."

Professor  John  Rupert  Martin,  a  native  of  Canada  and  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  Princeton  University  since  1947, 
is  a  well  known  specialist  in  the  field  of  Baroque  Art.  He 
has  lectured  widely  in  this  country,  in  Canada,  and  in 
Europe,  offering  courses  of  lectures  at  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art,  the  Frick  Art  Gallery  in  New  York,  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art,  and,  among  others,  at  the 
Musee  des  Beaux  Arts  in  Antwerp,  Belgium.  In  1967,  as 
part  of  the  Canadian  Centennial  Program,  he  was  invited  to 
give  a  series  of  lectures  and  seminars  at  Canadian 
universities. 

His  first  book,  The  Illustration  of  the  Heavenly  Ladder 
of  John  Climacus  (Princeton  University  Press,  1954),  is  a 
study  of  Byzantine  manuscript  illumination.  In  1961  he 
published  The  Portrait  of  John  Milton  at  Princeton.  This 
was  followed  by  his  massive  monographic  study  on  the 
Carracci  frescoes  in  the  Farnese  Palace  in  Rome,  which  was 
published  by  the  Princeton  University  Press. 

Professor  Martin  is  at  present  engaged  in  research  on  the 
art  of  Rubens  and  has  been  an  active  member  of  the 
Committee  supervising  the  preparation  of  the  "Corpus 
Rubenianum  Ludwig  Burchard,"  a  large  scale  definitive 
catalog  of  all  the  works  of  Rubens  which  is  being  published 
in  Belgium  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  city  of  Antwerp. 
His  most  recent  works  on  Rubens  are  a  book  The  Ceiling 
Painting  for  the  Jesuit  Church  in  Antwerp,  and  a  critical 
study  of  the  Antwerp  altarpieces.  The  Raising  of  the  Cross 
and  The  Descent  from  the  Cross  (New  York,  Norton, 
1969).

The  Woodrow  Wilson  International  Center  for  ScholEurs, 
Washington,  D.C,  announces  a  new  fellowship  and  guest 
scholar  program  for  1970-71.  Up  to  forty  distinguished 
scholars  fi-om  the  United  States  and  other  countries  will  be 
selected  from  diverse  occupations,  professions  and  fields  to 
work  in  Washington  for  periods  ranging  from  a  few  weeks 
to  several  years.  The  theme  of  the  program  is  designed  to 
accentuate  those  aspects  of  Wilson's  ideals  and  concerns  for 
which  he  is  perhaps  best  remembered  a  half  century  after 
his  presidency— his  search  for  international  peace  and  the 
imaginative  new  governmental  approaches  he  used  to  meet 
the  pressing  issues  of  his  day— translated  into  current  terms. 

Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  studies  designed  to  increase 
man's  understanding  of  significant  international, 
governmental,  and  social  problems  and  to  improve  the 
organization  of  society  at  all  levels  to  meet  such  problems. 
The  focus  will  be  on  the  public  policy  aspects  of 
contemporary  and  emerging  issues  which  confront  many 
peoples  and,  where  applicable,  on  comparative  analyses  of 
different  cultural,  regional  and  other  approaches  to  such 
issues.

BRECHT  ON  BRECHT 

The  Duke  Players  announce  a  change  in  their  season 
schedule:  the  second  major  production  of  the  1969-70 
season  willbe  Bertolt  Brecht's  dramatic  revue  Brecht  on 
Brecht  instead  of  Jean  Anouilh's  Thieves'  Carnival.  This 
series  of  enactments  is  to  be  directed  by  Stuart  Howard,  the 
first  of  three  guest  directors  to  be  brought  to  Duke  by 
Players  this  year,  who  has  considerable  experience  in  both 
the  acting  and  directing  of  Brecht's  works.  Mr.  Howard  has 
previously  directed  Brecht  on  Brecht  at  the  Harrisburg,  Pa. 
Arena  House  Theatre,  and  also  Brecht's  The  Caucasian 
Chalk  Circle  at  the  University  of  Purdue.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Carnegie  Tech  (B.A.)  and  the  University  of  Purdue  (M.A.) 
and  has  done  graduate  study  at  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris.  While 
at  Carnegie  Tech  Mr.  Howard  studied  under  Carl  Weber,  a 
disciple  of  Brecht,  and  worked  on  Weber's  American 
inrermer  oi Puntila. 

Brecht  on  Brecht  is  a  dramatic  revue  consisting  of 
selections  from  Brecht's  works,  and  offers  both  humorous 
and  critical  commentary  on  contemporary  issues.  Several 
selections  involve  music  and  there  is  a  continua  of  slides 
throughout  the  production.  The  first  half  shows  some  of 
Brecht's  philosophy  on  such  matters  as  book-burning  (the 
writer  demands  the  Nazis  burn  his  books,  too,  since  they 
contain  as  much  truth  as  the  others)  and  ideology  (since 
"our  ideology  solves  all  problems,"  he  suggests  someone 
originate  an  unsolvable  problem.)  There  is  also  the  piece  of 
advice  to  actors,  the  piece  on  critics,  and  the  ballad  of 
Marie  Farrar,  a  girl  who  failed  to  abort  her  child  but 
succeeded  in  beating  him  to  death.  The  second  half  consists 
of  a  song,  a  monologue,  and  excerpts  from  the  plays:  The 
Good  Woman  of  Setzuan;  St.  Joan  and  the  Stockyards; 
Fear  and  Misery  under  the  Third  Reich;  and  finally  a  scene 
with  two  students  after  Galileo  recants.

ART  EXHIBITION 

TAPESTRY  SHOW 

BY  SILVIA  HEYDEN 

The  Graphic  Arts  Committee  of  the  Duke  University 
Union  announces  the  opening  November  18th  of  a  tapestry 
show  which  will  be  on  display  in  the  Gallery  of  the 
Woman's  College  Library  The  exhibit  is  open  to  the  public 
during  regular  Library  hours  and  will  remain  up  until 
December  18th.  The  artist,  Mrs.  Silvia  Heyden  of  Durham, 
is  a  graduate  of  the  School  of  Applied  Arts  in  Zurich, 
Switzerland  where  in  1952,  she  received  the  award  of  the 
City  of  Zurich. 

Silvia  Heyden  has  worked  with  architects  for  tapestries 
in  official  buildings  in  Switzerland,  Germany,  and  in  this 
country.  Her  largest  commission  is  the  "Castle"— tapestry 
for  the  Boardroom  of  the  Bankers  Trust  Club  in  New  York 
which  completey  covers  a  wall  of  10  by  100  feet.  The  most 
recent  tapestry  has  just  been  installed  at  the  lobby  of  a  new 
apartment  house  on  Madison  Avenue  in  New  York. 

In  this  exhibition  are  14  tapestries  in  many  different 
techniques:  the  long  pile,  knotted  "Pinetrees";  "Fleur 
d'Afrique"  uses  a  sculptured  hooking  technique; 
"Dolomiti"  has  slits  as  part  of  the  design;  "Wind  on 
Grandfather  Mountain"  is  woven  diagonally.  Irregular  Swiss 
linen  and  soft  twisted  wool  stimulated  the  idea  for 
"Loopy."  "Ocean  and  Desert"  has  built  in  pieces  of  a 
previously  woven  tapestry  whereas  the  latest  designs  grew 
out  of  experiments  with  raised  parts  as  seen  in  "Sand 
Dunes,"  "Pagodes,"  "Indian  Theme."

ART  EXHIBITION 

TAPESTRY  SHOW 

BY  SILVIA  HEYDEN 

The  Graphic  Arts  Committee  of  the  Duke  University 
Union  announces  the  opening  November  18th  of  a  tapestry 
show  which  will  be  on  display  in  the  Gallery  of  the 
Woman's  College  Library  The  exhibit  is  open  to  the  public 
during  regular  Library  hours  and  will  remain  up  until 
December  18th.  The  artist,  Mrs.  Silvia  Heyden  of  DurbiRi, 
is  a  graduate  of  the  School  of  Applied  Arts  in  Zutich, 
Switzerland  where  in  1952,  she  received  the  award  of  the 
City  of  Zurich. 

Silvia  Heyden  has  worked  with  architects  for  tapestries 
in  official  buildings  in  Switzerland,  Germany,  and  in  this 
country.  Her  largest  commission  is  the  "Castle"— tapestry 
for  the  Boardroom  of  the  Bankers  Trust  Club  in  New  York 
which  completey  covers  a  wall  of  10  by  100  feet.  The  most 
recent  tapestry  has  just  been  installed  at  the  lobby  of  a  new 
apartment  house  on  Madison  Avenue  in  New  York. 

In  this  exhibition  are  14  tapestries  in  many  different 
techniques:  the  long  pile,  knotted  "Pinetrees";  "Fleur 
d'Afrique"  uses  a  sculptured  hooking  technique; 
"Dolomiti"  has  slits  as  part  of  the  design;  "Wind  on 
Grandfather  Mountain"  is  woven  diagonally.  Irregular  Swiss 
linen  and  soft  twisted  wool  stimulated  the  idea  for 
"Loopy."  "Ocean  and  Desert"  has  built  in  pieces  of  a 
previously  woven  tapestry  whereas  the  latest  designs  grew 
out  of  experiments  with  raised  parts  as  seen  in  "Sand 
Dunes,"  "Pagodes,"  "Indian  Theme."

UNIVERSITY  GOVERNANCE 

The  Commission  on  University  Governance  has  met 
every  week  since  its  appointment  in  early  October  and  is 
well  into  serious  consideration  of  the  governance  of  Duke 
University.  A  large  number  of  self-studies  from  other 
universities  have  been  assembled  and  reviewed,  research 
into  a  bibliography  of  professional  wrriting  on  academic 
governance  is  continuing,  and  the  Commission  has  held 
numerous  co-tiversations  with  key  personnel  within  the 
university  to  provide  information  critical  to  the  task  of 
matching  models  with  reality  at  Duke  itself. 

Necessarily,  however,  a  study  of  charters,  bylaws, 
administrative  flow  charts,  etc.,  conversations  with  trustees 
and  administrative  officers,  and  consideration  of 
developments  at  other  institutions,  barely  scratch  the 
surface.  Without  question,  the  most  useful  information  on 
governance  at  Duke  must  come  from  those  who  live  with 
that  governance  as  a  substantial  part  of  their  personal 
experience.  No  amount  of  personal  reporting  within  even 
the  most  representative  commission  can  be  an  adequate 
substitute  for  first  hand  experiences  of  other  people.  The 
Commission  is  therefore  extremely  eager  to  solicit  the 
submission  of  opinions  and  ideas  of  every  member  of  the 
university  on  every  aspect  of  its  assignment. 

The  assignment  is  itself  a  broad  one,  encompassing  all 
levels  of  university  organization  and  structure  whether 
concerned  with  the  manner  and  selection  of  members  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  functions  of  the  Board, 


internal  central  administration,  faculty  organization, 
departmental  structure,  student  participation,  organization 
and  relations  of  nonacademic  employees,  or  anything  else 
logically  associated  with  governance  including,  of  course, 
the  alumni  and  the  community  at  large.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  existing  organizations  at  Duke  University  will  take  this 
opportunity  to  devote  some  time  to  the  subject  of 
university  governance  as  it  may  especially  affect  them,  and 
feel  encouraged  to  forward  their  suggestions  and  statements 
of  concern  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  Although  an 
individual  may  not  be  connected  with  any  particular  group, 
personal  statements  raising  subjects  or  suggestions  for  the 
Commission  to  consider  are  earnestly  desired  as  well. 

We  anticipate  that  it  may  be  immediately  useful  to 
schedule  open  hearings  to  provide  a  better  opportunity  for 
members  of  the  university  to  speak  to  particular  points,  and 
we  intend  to  make  announcements  through  the  Chronicle 
and  University  Calender  on  particular  times  and  topics  in 
the  near  future.  Additionally,  any  person  or  organization 
which  would  want  to  be  heard  individually  on  any  aspect  of 
the  Commission's  assignment  should  feel  free  to  contact 
any  member  of  the  commission  so  that  a  mutually 
convenient  time  and  place  can  be  arranged. 

In  advance  of  these  things,  however,  and  entirely  aside 
from  these  particular  occasions,  we  would  be  grateful  for 
any  communication  on  any  aspect  of  university  governance 
which  anyone  is  willing  to  provide  us.  Communications 
may  be  sent  to  any  member  of  the  Commission  as  listed 
below,  or  to  Mr.  Steve  Johnston,  in  Room  205  Allen 
Building,  Secretary  to  the  Commission.

Dedication  of  the  new  Marshall  I.  Pickens  Rehabilitation

1:30  p.m.,  the  dedication  ceremony  will  name  the  new 
structure  for  Marshall  I.  Pickens,  a  native  of  Charlotte. 

In  his  long  and  distinguished  association  with  The  Duke 
Endowment,  Marshall  I.  Pickens  has  worked  unceasingly  to 
advance  educational,  spiritual  and  health  causes  in  the 
Carolinas.  He  joined  The  Endowment  in  1928,  was  named 
director  of  the  Hospital  and  Child  Care  sections  in  1950, 
and  served  as  executive  director  from  1962  to  1966,  when 
he  became  its  vice  chairman.  Mr.  Pickens  is  an  Endowment 
Trustee  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  Duke. 

Research,  education  and  patient  care  in  all  phases  of 
rehabilitation  are  the  primary  functions  of  the  Marshall  I. 
Pickens  Rehabilitation  Center.  The  outpatient  facility  is 
designed  to  provide  comprehensive  care  for  patients  of  all 
ages  who  have  been  handicapped  by  strokes,  muscular 
dystrophy,  paraplegia,  amputations,  cerebral  palsy,  multiple 
sclerosis,  emphysema,  cardiac  disease,  bums,  amputations, 
cerebral  palsy,  neurogenic  bladder,  or  other  disabilities. 

Specialists  from  a  variety  of  disciplines  will  join  in  a 
cooperate  effort  to  help  such  patients  attain  their  maximal 
physical,  mental,  social,  and  vocational  potentials.  In 
addition  to  its  research  and  patient  care  functions,  the 
Center  will  offer  a  training  program  for  professional 
personnel  who  wish  to  sub-specialize  as  well  as  for  allied 
health  personnel  who  seek  careers  in  rehabilitation. 
Teaching  programs  for  nurses,  doctors,  medical  students 
and  therapists  will  also  be  conducted.  An  integral  part  of 
the  Medical  Center,  the  new  facility  will  play  a  vital  role  in 
ensuring  the  future  well-being  of  countless  patients  and  in 
returning  them  to  productive  roles  in  society. 

In  the  dedication  ceremony,  Miss  Mary  Switzer, 
Administrator,  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Service,  U.S. 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  will  present 
the  building.  Acceptance  will  be  by  Dr.  Barnes  Woodhall, 
Chancellor  pro  tem.  Mrs.  James  H.  Semans,  Trustee  of 
Duke  University,  will  present  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Pickens.  The 
guest  Speaker  will  be  Sir  Ludwig  Guttmann,  National 
Spinal  Injuries  Centre,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital, 
Bylesbury,  Bucks,  England.  The  invocation  and  a  special 
litany  will  be  delivered  by  the  Reverend  Dr.  James  T. 
Cleland,  Dean  of  the  Chapel,  and  the  benediction 
pronounced  by  the  Reverend  P.  Wesley  Aitken,  Chaplain, 
Duke  University  Medical  Center.

THE  BACH  ARIA  GROUP.  The  Bach  Aria  Group, 
composed  of  nine  world  famous  instrumental  and  vocal 
soloists,  has  achieved  its  international  reputation  through 
numerous  recordings,  concerts  and  broadcasts  to  packed 
houses  in  New  York  and  on  tours  throughout  the  United 
States,  South  America  and  Europe. 

Founded  in  1946  by  William  Scheide  and  continuing 
under  his  leadership,  the  Bach  Aria  group  was  formed  to 
present  the  solo  vocal-instrumental  music  of  Johann 
Sebastian  Bach.

The 
North  Carolina  Dance  Theatre  is  a  group  of  young  dancers 
who  have  already  received  acclaim  in  the  Southeastern 
United  States  performing  a  repertoire  of  classical  and 
modem  dance.  A  tour  of  Italy  this  past  summer  brought 
additional  accolades  to  the  group.  Distinguishing  aspects  of 
the  company  are  its  brilliant  and  innovative  choreography 
as  well  as  the  buoyancy  of  the  youthful  dancers.  The  Duke 
Artists  Series  is  pleased  to  recognize  the  remarkable 
development  of  the  School  of  Dance,  North  Carolina 
School  of  the  Arts,  through  the  guidance  of  its  director. 
Dean  Robert  Lin^gren  and  his  distinguished  faculty  of  eight 
professional  dancers  including  Pauline  Koner,  Duncan 
Noble  and  Job  Sanders.  Already  some  of  the  students 
trained  at  the  School  of  the  Arts  are  dancing  professionally 
with  such  companies  as  the  Harkness  and  the  Pennsylvania 
Ballet.

The  long 
awaited  United  States  debut  of  the  famed  London 
Philharmonic  Symphony  Orchestra  was  only  recently 
announced  by  Carnegie  Hall  Corporation  and  Columbia 
Artist  Management.  Special  arrangements  were  quickly 
made  by  the  Artist  Series  Committee  to  bring  them  to 
Duke  during  their  brief  tour  as  an  exciting  extra. 

The  London  Philharmonic  Orchestra  was  formed  in 
1932  by  Sir  Thomas  Beecham  and  has  a  permanent  strength 
of  90  musicians.  The  London  home  of  the  London 
Philarmonic  is  The  Royal  Festival  Hall.  It  also  presents 
series  in  The  Royal  Albert  Hall,  many  major  cities  and 


schools  and  for  many  years  has  been  the  opera  orchestra 
each  summer  at  the  Glyndeboume  Festival.  The  LPO's  large 
recording  commitment  is  primarly  with  Philips  and  CBS 
Records  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  widely  travelled  of  the 
London  orchestras. 

Althou^  the  LPO  is  new  to  America,  its  brilliant 
Principal  Conductor  is  not.  Bernard  Haitinik  is  one  of  the 
new,  younger  generation  super  conductors  who  has  risen  in 
his  phenomenal  career  to  the  top  of  the  conductor's  world. 
In  addition  to  the  LPO  he  is  also  the  Musical  Director  of 
Amsterdam's  Concertebouw  and  brou^t  them  twice  to 
America.  He  has  built  a  repertoire  of  contemporary 
composers  and  is  recognized  as  a  most  versatQe  and  popular 
conductor. 

EXHIBITION  OF  ESKIMO  SCULPTURE 

Carvings  by  Polar,  Alaskan,  and  Hudson's  Bay  Eskimo, 
made  in  seal-  and  whale-bone,  soapstone,  serpentine,  and 
walrus-  and  narwhal-ivory,  are  now  on  display  in  the  hall 
outside  the  Sociology -Anthropology  departmental  office, 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  Psychology/Sociology  (Old 
Biology)  Building  9  on  West  Campus.

DUKE  ARTS  FESTIVAL,  '70 
"INTERFACE:  ART/TECHNOLOGY" 

"Interface:  Art/Technology"  is  the  title  given  the  efforts 
by  the  1970  Duke  Arts  Festival  Committee  to  explore  some 
of  the  current  trends  in  the  arts  as  influenced  by 
technology.  Artists  of  every  era  have  made  creative  use  of 
the  advanced  technological  knowledge  of  their  time.  In  our 
own  age,  recent  major  exhibitions— such  as  the  Machine 
Show  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  E.A.T.  at  the 
Brooklyn  Museum,  and  "light"  works  at  the  Whitney, 
Jewish,  and  Guggenheim  Museums— have  been  devoted  to  a 
new  genre  of  electronic,  responsive  visual  art  and 
environmental  sculptures.  The  new  genre  has  attracted 
substantial  interest.  Major  musical  organizations  are 
performing  works  by  composers  of  electronic  music  and 
dance  companies  have  welcomed  the  innovative  electronic 
music  as  particularly  suited  to  contemporary  choreography. 
Regretfully,  however,  most  exhibitions  and  demonstrations 
of  such  works  have  been  limited  to  major  metropolitan 
areas  such  as  New  York. 

Duke  University  has  invited  two  other  institutions  to 
co-sponsor  an  arts  festival  which  will  explore  the 
relationships  of  the  arts  and  technology  through  the  media 
of  sculpture,  music,  dance,  and  film.  The  supportive 
institutions  of  the  Arts  Festival  will  be  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  and  North  Carolina  State 
University  at  Raleigh.  Also  sponsoring  the  program  is  the 
North  Carolina  Arts  Council  and  the  Arts  Division  of  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  The 
Festival's  major  programs  will  be  held  in  February  but 
additional  events  will  continue  through  the  spring.  A 
symposium  is  now  being  planned  by  the  Enginnering 
School  on  the  theme  "Society— The  Arts— The  Age  of 
Technocracy"  to  take  place  on  April  5th,  6th,  and  7th. 

The  Festival  will  bring  together  groups  who  rarely  meet 
in  serious  collaborative  effort— artist,  scientists,  and 
engineers.  The  occasion,  moreover,  will  be  a  "first"  in  this 
region,  and  probably  will  be  the  only  time  such  works  have 
been  presented  in  a  substantial  manner  south  of  New  York.

"Interface:  Art/Technology"  is  the  title  given  the  efforts 
by  the  1970  Duke  Arts  Festival  Committee  to  explore  some 
of  the  current  trends  in  the  arts  as  influenced  by 
technology.  Artists  of  every  era  have  made  creative  use  of 
the  advanced  technological  knowledge  of  their  time.  In  our

Playhouse.  A  former  member  of  both  the  Alwin  Nikolais 
and  Murray  Louis  Dance  Companies,  Miss  Garrard  has 
presented  her  own  choreography  with  her  Company  at 
Judson  Hall,  Cooper  Union,  Clark  Center,.  Columbia 
University,  the  Bridge  Theatre,  on  tour  in  New  England 
and,  of  course,  at  the  Henry  Street  Settlement  Playhouse 
where  she  also  teaches. 

Most  recently.  Miss  Garrard  collaborated  with  James 
Seavnright  on  two  television  programs.  The  first  was  a 
nationally  televised  program  through  WGBH-TV,  Boston, 
Massachusetts  called  "THE  MEDIUM  IS  THE  MEDIUM"  in 
which  she  created  choreographic  materials  which  Mr. 
Seawright  transformed  with  television  devices  to  create  a 
new  entity.  The  work  was  performed  by  Miss  Garrard  and 
Virginia  Laidlaw.  The  second  was  a  CBS  Camera  Three 
Show,  "The  Enigma  of  Scriabin."

Mr.  Seawright  comes  to  his  present  creation  of 
electronic,  or  more  aptly,  cybernetic  sculpture,  after  study 
with  Jose  De  Creeft,  work  with  Alwin  Nikolais,  and  an 
association  with  the  Columbia-Princeton  Electronic  Music 
Center  where  he  worked  with  Babbitt  and  Ussachevsky.  His 
work  is  owned  by  major  museums  and  galleries  which 
include  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  Whitney  Museum 
of  American  Art,  and  the  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim 
Museum. 

This  exhibition  of  his  work  may  be  seen  during  the 
month  of  February  after  which  the  collection  will  return 
for  a  showing  to  Princeton  University  where  he  is  presently 
an  Artist-in-Residence.

DUO-GUITARISTS 

The  second  performance  in  the  Duke  Artists  Series  will 
be  a  concert  by  the  exciting  duo-guitarists,  Pomponio  and 
Zarate  at  8:15  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  February  10th  in  Page 
Auditorium.

Today  Pomponio  and  Zarate  are  one  of  the  most  famous 
international  guitar  duos.  Their  tours  have  become 
increasingly  more  frequent,  and  they  have  now  completed 
12  European  tours.  Their  Latin  American  tours  have 
covered  all  the  major  cities  from  Mexico  to  their  native 
Argentina.  The  most  important  broadcasting  and  television 
stations  in  Europe,  such  as  the  B.B.C.,  Radiodiffusion  et 
Television  Francaise,  A.V.R.O.  of  Holland  and  many 
others,  have  presented  them  in  concert  on  numerous 
occasions.  Widely  known  to  the  audiences  in  Europe  and 
South  America,  they  have  numerous  recordings  for  R.C.A.

Both  Graciela  Pomponio  and  Jorge  Martinez  Zarate  were 
born  in  Argentina  and  started  musical  studies  at  a  very  early 
age.

Today  Pomponio  and  Zarate  are  one  of  the  most  famous 
international  guitar  duos.  Their  tours  have  become 
increasingly  more  frequent,  and  they  have  now  completed 
12  European  tours.  Their  Latin  American  tours  have 
covered  all  the  major  cities  from  Mexico  to  their  native 
Argentina.  The  most  important  broadcasting  and  television 
stations  in  Europe,  such  as  the  B.B.C.,  Radiodiffusion  et 
Television  Francaise,  A.V.R.O.  of  Holland  and  many 
others,  have  presented  them  in  concert  on  numerous 
occasions.  Widely  known  to  the  audiences  in  Europe  and 
South  America,  they  have  numerous  recordings  for  R.C.A. 
Victor-International. 

Both  Graciela  Pomponio  and  Jorge  Martinez  Zarate  were 
born  in  Argentina  and  started  musical  studies  at  a  very  early 
age.  Zarate  first  majored  in  the  piano  but  soon  was 
attracted  by  the  challenging  possibilities  of  the  guitar,  to 
which  he  now  devotes  his  full  energies.  At  the  National 
Conservatory  he  met  another  budding  guitarist,  the  lovely 
Senorita  Pomponio.  While  they  were  still  students  they  gave 
their  first  concert  as  a  duo.  After  graduation  they  married 
and  became  a  professional  guitar  duo. 

The  first  years  of  their  career  were  difficult.  The 
tradition  of  guitar  duets  was  almost  forgotten;  literature 
was  scarce  and  very  difficult  to  find.  This  situation 
compelled  Zarate,  a  composer  in  his  own  right,  to 
transcribe  many  works  for  the  guitar  duet.  To  date,  he  has 
registered  close  to  one  thousand  transcriptions  of  his  own. 
His  original  compositions  are  not  only  for  two  guitars  but 
also  for  solo  guitar.  He  also  has  composed  other 
instrumental  and  vocal  music.

This  45  minute  work  contains  a  diverse  array  of  musical 
elements.  Strings,  trumpets,  trombones,  alto  saxaphone, 
bass,  drums,  tape  recorder,  transistor  radios,  assist  the 
singing  and  speaking  of  chorus  and  soloists.  The  composer, 
Mr.  Summerlin,  is  well-known  in  the  field  of  contemporary 
church  music.  He  holds  a  Music  Education  degree  from 
Missouri  State  College,  a  Master's  degree  from  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music  and  has  done  work  toward  a  Ph.D.  in 
composition.  The  first  jazz  liturgy  performed  in  this 
country  was  composed  by  Summerlin.  He  has  subsequently 
been  commissioned  to  write  many  works  for  the  church, 
and  has  prepared  programs  and  compositions  for  NBC, 
CBS-TV,  the  Canadian  Television  Network,  European 
Radio,  Arts  Festivals  and  church  conferences.

DUKE  ART  MUSEUM  OPENING 

EVANGELOS  MOUSTAKAS 

ESSAYS  IN  LINE  AND  FORM 

An  exhibition  of  sculpture  by  the  young  Greek  sculptor 
Evangelos  Moustakas  will  open  at  the  Duke  University  Art 
Museum  Sunday  afternoon  March  8th.  The  event  which  wiU 
run  through  May  3rd  wiU  mark  Moustakas'  museum  debut 
in  the  United  States  and  bids  fair  to  generate  excitement  in 
this  country  for  the  prize  winning  European  artist.  The 
exhibition  wiU  include  some  thirty  bronze  sculptures  and 
about  the  same  number  of  ink-and-wash  drawings,  some  of 
them  Moustakas'  works  now  in  progress. 

Sculptures  are  being  lent  by  several  American  collectors 
as  weU  as  six  pieces  from  the  artists  gallery  in  Athens  and 
two  larger  pieces  from  Brazil  where  they  have  been  part  of 
the  important  Sao  Palo  Biennale,  1969. 

Moustakas  has  been  casting  in  bronze  only  a  few  years. 
He  spent  four  years  in  study  with  Professor  M.  Trombros  in 
the  Athens  Superior  School  of  Fine  Arts,  earning  a  diploma 
and    certificate   in  Theoretical  Studies.   He  later  held  a 


traveling  State  Scholarship  for  tracing  in  bronze-casting. 
The  Scholarship  permitted  study  in  the  Decorative  Arts 
Workshop  of  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Florence,  Italy 
and  opportunities  for  exhibition  in  group  and  one  man 
shows  of  his  sculptures  and  drawings.  In  1963  Architect 
Walter  Gropius  had  Moustakas  make  maquettes  for  the 
bas-reliefs  used  in  his  designs  for  the  new  University  of 
Bagdad. 

Moustakas  has  completed  several  important 
commissions-war  memorials-busts  of  important 
contemporary  Greek  personages,  and  a  colossal  figure  of 
Michaelis  Korkakas,  hero  of  the  Wars  of  Greek 
Indpendences,  unveiled  last  summer  at  Irakleon,  Crete. 
Moustakas  has  exhibited  in  Egypt,  Russia,  Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria,  Italy  Brazil  and  Greece.  He  was  honored  with 
first  prizes  in  the  Seventh  Biennale  in  Alexandria,  Egypt  in 
1968  and  in  the  Greek-American  Union  Young  Sculptors' 
competition.  Last  year  he  took  First  Honor  Prize  of  The 
Greek  Academy,  an  award  usually  reserved  to  poets  and 
authors,  for  his  sculpture  "Sarcophagus,"  a  large  work 
which  will  be  displayed  at  Duke.

DUKE  ART  MUSEUM  OPENING 

EVANGELOS  MOUSTAKAS 

ESSAYS  IN  LINE  AND  FORM 

An  exhibition  of  sculpture  by  the  young  Greek  sculptor 
Evangelos  Moustakas  will  open  at  the  Duke  University  Art 
Museum  Sunday  afternoon  March  8th  from  2:30  until  4:00 
p.m.  The  event  which  will  run  through  May  3rd  will  mark 
Moustakas'  museum  debut  in  the  United  States  and  bids 
fair  to  generate  excitement  in  the  country  for  the  prize 
winning  European  artist.  The  exhibition  will  include  some 
thirty  bronze  sculptures  and  about  the  same  number  of 
ink-and-wash  drawings,  some  of  them  Moustakas'  works 
now  in  progress. 

Sculptures  are  being  lent  by  several  American  collectors 
as  well  as  six  pieces  from  the  artists  gallery  in  Athens  and 
two  larger  pieces  from  the  artists  gallery  in  Athens  and  two 
larger  pieces  from  Brazil  where  they  have  been  part  of  the 
important  Sao  Palo  Bienna!e,  1969. 

Moustakas  has  been  casting  in  bronze  only  a  few  years. 
He  spent  four  years  in  study  with  Professor  M.  Trombros  in 
the  Athens  Superior  School  of  Fine  Arts,  earning  a  diploma 
and  certificate  in  Theoretical  Studies.  He  later  held  a 
traveling  State  Scholarship  for  tracing  in  bronze-casting. 
The  Scholarship  permitted  study  in  the  Decorative  Arts 
Workshop  of  the  Academic  of  Fine  Arts  in  Florence,  Italy 
and  opportunities  for  exhibition  in  group  and  one  man 
shows  of  his  sculptures  and  drawings.  In  1963  Architect 
Walter  Gropius  had  Moustakas  make  maquettes  for  the 
bas-reliefs  used  in  his  designs  for  the  new  University  of 
Bagdad. 

Moustakas  has  completed  several  important 
commissions-war  memorials-busts  of  important 
contemporary  Greek  personages,  and  a  colossal  figure  of 
Michaelis  Korkakas,  hero  of  the  Wars  of  Greek 
Independences,  unveiled  last  summer  at  Irakleon,  Crete. 
Moustakas  has  exhibited  in  Egypt,  Russia,  Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria,  Italy,  Brazil  and  Greece.  He  was  honored  with 
first  prizes  in  the  Seventh  Biennale  in  Alexandria,  Egy  pt  in 
1968  and  in  the  Greek-American  Union  Young  Sculptors' 
competition.  Last  year  he  took  First  Honor  Prize  of  The 
Greek  Academy,  an  award  usually  reserved  to  poets  and 
authors,  for  his  sculpture  "Sarcophagus,"  a  large  work 
which  will  be  displayed  at  Duke.

EAST  CAMPUS  GYMNASIUM 
FACILITIES  REGULATIONS 

Because  the  facilities  have  been  too  crowded  for  safe  or 
enjoyable  use  recently,  and  because  regulations  have  been 
misunderstood  or  abused  in  some  instances,  it  seems 
appropriate  to  identify  persons  who  may  use  the 
gymnasium  and  the  pool,  and  the  conditions  of  use: 

1.  The  Woman's  gymnasium  and  pool  are  open  to 
members  of  the  Duke  Community  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  through  May  31,  1970,  except  the  weekends 
of  spring  vacation.  "The  Duke  Community"  includes 
students,  faculty,  staff  and  their  families.

3.  For  the  safety  of  participants  and  facilities,  the 
directions  of  the  hfe  guard  and  supervisor  of  the 
gymnasium  must  be  observed. 


DUKE  ART  MUSEUM  OPENING 

EVANGELOS  MOUSTAKAS 

ESSAYS  IN  LINE  AND  FORM 

An  exhibition  of  sculpture  by  the  young  Greek  sculptor 
Evangelos  Moustakas  will  open  at  the  Duke  University  Art 
Museum  Sunday  afternoon  March  8th  from  2:30  until  4:00 
p.m.  The  event  which  will  run  through  May  3rd  will  mark 
Moustakas'  museum  debut  in  the  United  States  and  bids 
fair  to  generate  excitement  in  the  country  for  the  prize 
winning  European  artist.  The  exhibition  will  include  some 
thirty  bronze  sculptures  and  about  the  same  number  of 
ink-and-wash  drawings,  some  of  them  Moustakas'  works 
now  in  progress. 

Sculptures  are  being  lent  by  several  American  collectors 
as  well  as  six  pieces  from  the  artists  gallery  in  Athens  and 
two  larger  pieces  from  the  artists  gallery  in  Athens  and  two 


larger  pieces  from  Brazil  where  they  have  been  part  of  the 
important  Sao  Palo  Biennale,  1969. 

Moustakas  has  been  casting  in  bronze  only  a  few  years. 
He  spent  four  years  in  study  with  Professor  M.  Trombros  in 
the  Athens  Superior  School  of  Fine  Arts,  earning  a  diploma 
and  certificate  in  Theoretical  Studies.  He  later  held  a 
traveling  State  Scholarship  for  tracing  in  bronze-casting. 
The  Scholarship  permitted  study  in  the  Decorative  Arts 
Workshop  of  the  Academic  of  Fine  Arts  in  Florence,  Italy 
and  opportunities  for  exhibition  in  group  and  one  man 
shows  of  his  sculptures  and  drawings.  In  1963  Architect 
Walter  Gropius  had  Moustakas  make  maquettes  for  the 
bas-reliefs  used  in  his  designs  for  the  new  University  of 
Bagdad. 

Moustakas  has  completed  several  important 
commissions-war  memorials-busts  of  important 
contemporary  Greek  personages,  and  a  colossal  figure  of 
Michaelis  Korkakas,  hero  of  the  Wars  of  Greek 
Independences,  unveiled  last  summer  at  Irakleon,  Crete. 
Moustakas  has  exhibited  in  Egypt,  Russia,  Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria,  Italy,  Brazil  and  Greece.  He  was  honored  with 
first  prizes  in  the  Seventh  Biennale  in  Alexandria,  Egypt  in 
1968  and  in  the  Greek-American  Union  Young  Sculptors' 
competition.  Last  year  he  took  First  Honor  Prize  of  The 
Greek  Academy,  an  award  usually  reserved  to  poets  and 
authors,  for  his  sculpture  "Sarcophagus,"  a  large  work 
which  will  be  displayed  at  Duke. 

DUU  ART  EXHIBITION 
ORSINI  ENAMELS 
PERKINS  LIBRARY 

One  of  the  most  exciting  and  beautiful  exhibitions  to 
vist  the  Duke  Campus  in  recent  years  is  the  exhibition  of 
enamels  which  may  be  viewed  in  the  main  foyer  of  Perkins 
Library  and  the  exhibition  area  of  West  Union  Building. 
The  artist,  Gwen  Orsinger  Anderson,  who  is  known 
professionally  as  Orsini,  will  give  a  Gallery  Talk  at  the 
closing  of  the  exhibition  on  Tuesday,  March  31st  from  2:00 
until  4:00  p.m.  in  Room  212  Perkins  Library.  The  public  is 
cordially  invited  to  view  her  work  during  regular  library 
hours  and  to  hear  her  discuss  enamel  processes  on  the  31st. 

The  winner  of  numerous  outstanding  awards  in 
enameling,  Mrs.  Anderson  is  also  represented  in  collections 
both  here  and  abroad,  including  the  Thomas  C.  Thompson 
Collection  of  Contemporary  Enamels. 

A  professional  water  colorist,  she  is  a  self-taught 
enamelist.  Since  1954,  she  has  been  a  pjurtner  in  the  Artist's 
Mart  in  Washington  D.C.  along  with  five  outstanding  artists 
and  sculptors  in  the  Washington  area.  She  has  exhibited  in 
International,  National  and  Regional  shows  since  1956,  and 
has  won  34  awards,  22  of  which  have  been  first  place. 
Notable  among  these  are  her  first  award  in  ceramics  at  the 
Corcoran  Gallery  in  1957,  first  place  in  enameling  at  the 
Smithsonian  in  1964,  and  first  prize  in  the  Seventh  Craft 
Biennial  at  the  Norfolk  Museum  of  Art  in  1966.  She  is 
listed  in  Who's  Who  in  American  Art  and  Who's  Who  of 
American  Women.

"CABARET,"  PRIZE-WINNING  HIT 

STARS  TANDY  CRONYN 

"Cabaret,"  the  multiple  prize-winning  Broadway  musical 
success  that  launched  one  of  the  major  song-hits  of  the 
decade,  will  be  the  final  outstanding  touring  production  to 
be  seen  here  this  season  on  the  DUU  Broadway  at  Duke 
Series.  There  will  be  two  performances  on  Thursday,  April 
9th  in  Page  Auditorium.  The  matinee  will  begin  at  4:00 
p.m.  and  the  evening  performance  at  8:30  p.m.  A  few 
tickets  at  $6.00  and  $4.75  remain  for  the  evening 
performance.

"Cabaret"  is  a  bright,  brassy,  show.  From  the  opening 
seconds  when  Jay  Fox— an  evil,  teasing  grin  spread  across 
his  clown's  face— moves  from  the  darkness  of  the  stage  into 
a  spotlight,  the  audience  is  drawn  into  the  wanton, 
doomed,  peculiarly  haunting  world  that  was  Berlin  in  the 
late  1920's.  In  "Cabaret"  there  is  great  theatrical  impact 
with  echoes  of  Brecht  and  Weil  ringing  through  the  music, 
the  mood,  the  atmosphere  of  the  Kit  Kat  Klub  where  sin  is 
not  so  much  "delicious"  as  it  is  forced— in  that  mechanical 
manner  of  puppets  dancing  to  the  strings  of  a  hidden 
master. 

"Cabaret"  has  a  lai^er  body  to  it  than  one  of  appearance 
or  a  recalled  quality.  It  is  a  show  that  pays  its  respects  to 
the  traditions  of  the  musical  comedy  stage,  yet,  has 
touched  this  form  with  imagination,  inventiveness  and  a 
freshness  of  conception  that  makes  the  sometimes  tired  old 
lady  of  the  musical  stage  regain  the  sparkle  and  brightness 
of  youth. 

It  is  a  brightness  and  sparkle  that  infects  every  fiber  of 
"Cabaret."  The  costuming  of  the  Kit  Kat  girls— black  hose 
and  garters,  like  a  Dietrich  remembered  from  "The  Blue 
Angel"— is  sexy  and  naughty  in  that  superficial,  obvious 


way  it  was  then  as  much  with  the  American  flapper  as  with 
the  Berlin  Chorine. 

An  exciting  and  pretty  newcomer  named  Tandy 
Cronyn— daughter  of  stc^e  stars  Jessica  Tandy  and  Hume 
Cronyn— has  been  chosen  by  director-producer  Harold 
Prince  to  star  in  this  national  tour  of  "Cabaret."  Miss 
Cronyn  made  her  American  musical  debut  as  Sally  Bowles, 
the  good-time  night-club  girl  who  thinks  "life  is  a  cabaret" 
and  lives  accordingly,  in  the  Broadway  production  during 
the  summer  of  1969,  before  setting  out  on  her  present 
90-city  coast-to-coast  tour. 

During  the  summer,  "Cabaret"  passed  the  magic 
1200-performance  mark  in  its  third  hit-year  on  Broadway 
after  having  sent  critics  into  transports  of  enthusiasm  and 
virtually  sweeping  the  Tony  Awards.  It  also  scored  in 
London,  where  last  year  it  was  named  Best  Musical  of  the 
Season.  Its  stateside  honors  have  included  eight  Tony 
Awards  (Broadway's  Oscars)  as  well  as  the  New  York 
Drama  Critics'  Circle  Award  and  the  Outer  Critics'  Circle 
Award.  "Cabaret"  won  impresario  Harold  Prince  twin  Tony 
Awards— one  for  producing  it  and  another  for  directing  it.

"CABARET,"  PRIZE-WINNING  HIT 

STARS  TANDY  CRONYN 

"Cabaret,"  the  multiple  prize-winning  Broadway  musical 
success  that  launched  one  of  the  major  song-hits  of  the 
decade,  will  be  the  final  outstanding  touring  production  to 
be  seen  here  this  season  on  the  DUU  Broadway  at  Duke 
Series.  There  will  be  two  performances  on  Thursday,  April 
9th  in  Page  Auditorium.  The  matinee  will  begin  at  4:00 
p.m.  and  the  evening  performance  at  8:30  p.m.  A  few 
tickets  at  $6.00  and  $4.75  remain  for  the  evening 
performance.

"Cabaret"  is  a  bright,  brassy,  show.  From  the  opening 
seconds  when  Jay  Fox— an  evil,  teasing  grin  spread  across 
his  clown's  face— moves  from  the  darkness  of  the  stage  into 
a  spotlight,  the  audience  is  drawn  into  the  wanton, 
doomed,  peculiarly  haunting  world  that  was  Berlin  in  the 
late  1920's.  In  "Cabaret"  there  is  great  theatrical  impact 
with  echoes  of  Brecht  and  Weil  ringing  through  the  music, 
the  mood,  the  atmosphere  of  the  Kit  Kat  Klub  where  sin  is 
not  so  much  "delicious"  as  it  is  forced— in  that  mechanical 
manner  of  puppets  dancing  to  the  strings  of  a  hidden 
master. 

"Cabaret"  has  a  larger  body  to  it  than  one  of  appearance 
or  a  recalled  quality.  It  is  a  show  that  pays  its  respects  to 
the  traditions  of  the  musical  comedy  stage,  yet,  has 
touched  this  form  with  imagination,  inventiveness  and  a 
freshness  of  conception  that  makes  the  sometimes  tired  old 
lady  of  the  musical  stage  regain  the  sparkle  and  brightness 
of  youth. 

It  is  a  brightness  and  sparkle  that  infects  every  fiber  of 
"Cabaret."  The  costuming  of  the  Kit  Kat  girls-black  hose 
and  garters,  like  a  Dietrich  remembered  from  "The  Blue 


Angel"— is  sexy  and  naughty  in  that  superficial,  obvious 
way  it  was  then  as  much  with  the  American  flapper  as  with 
the  Berlin  Chorine. 

An  exciting  and  pretty  newcomer  named  Tandy 
Cronyn— daughter  of  stage  stars  Jessica  Tandy  and  Hume 
Cronyn— has  been  chosen  by  director-producer  Harold 
Prince  to  star  in  this  national  tour  of  "Cabaret."  Miss 
Cronyn  made  her  American  musical  debut  as  Sally  Bowles, 
the  good-time  night-club  girl  who  thinks  "life  is  a  cabaret" 
and  lives  accordingly,  in  the  Broadway  production  during 
the  summer  of  1969,  before  setting  out  on  her  present 
90-city  coast-to-coast  tour. 

During  the  summer,  "Cabaret"  passed  the  magic 
1200-performance  mark  in  its  third  hit-year  on  Broadway 
after  having  sent  critics  into  transports  of  enthusiasm  and 
virtually  sweeping  the  Tony  Awards.  It  also  scored  in 
London,  where  last  year  it  was  named  Best  Musical  of  the 
Season.  Its  stateside  honors  have  included  eight  Tony 
Awards  (Broadway's  Oscars)  as  well  as  the  New  York 
Drama  Critics'  Circle  Award  and  the  Outer  Critics'  Circle 
Award.  "Cabaret"  won  impresario  Harold  Prince  twin  Tony 
Awards— one  for  producing  it  and  another  for  directing  it.

CRAFT  AND  FAIR  AND  SOUTHERN  HIGHLAND 
HANDICRAFT  GUILD  EXHIBITION 

The  D.U.U.  Graphic  Arts  Committee  will  sponsor  a  Craft 
Fair  and  Southern  Highland  Handicraft  Guild  Exhibition  to 
coincide  with  the  Folk  Festival  from  April  3rd  through 
April  30th  in  the  West  Union  Gallery. 

The  Southern  Highland  Handicraft  Guild  grew  from  the 
needs  and  visions  of  the  mountain  people.  Isolated  by  their 
rugged  homeland,  mountain  families  learned  to  make  what 
they  needed  with  their  own  hands,  using  the  abundant 
native  materials  of  the  area.  For  over  200  years,  skilled 
craftsmen  produced  all  the  necessary  clothing,  furniture, 


cookware,  baskets,  tools,  and  toys  for  the  rural  households. 
Throughout  the  lonesome  valleys  and  coves  of  the 
Appalachians,  a  handicraft  culture  grew  and  flourished.  For 
many  years,  the  isolation  of  the  land  preserved  the  rich 
culture.  But  passable  roads  were  finally  carved  through  the 
wilderness,  and  the  fruits  of  the  industrial  flatlands  filtered 
through.  The  loom  and  spinning  wheel  lost  their 
importance  as  yard  goods  and  store  bought  clothes  became 
available.  The  burden  of  mountain  living  was  eased,  but  the 
heritage  of  working  with  the  hands  was  almost  lost. 

In  the  late  1920's,  certain  individuals  felt  the  need  for  a 
regional  organizations  dedicated  to  preserving,  improving, 
and  marketing  mountain  crafts.  These  people,  representing 
several  States,  met  many  times  to  assess  the  needs  of  the 
mountain  people,  and  determine  how  the  planned 
organization  should  function.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
Council  of  the  Southern  Mountains  and  the  Russell  Sage 
Foundation,  their  visions  finally  became  a  reality— and  in 
1930,  the  Southern  Highland  Handicraft  Guild  was 
formally  established,  with  a  membership  of  thirty 
craftsmen  and  craft  centers.

Because  the  facilities  have  been  too  crowded  for  safe  or 
enjoyable  use  recently,  and  because  regulations  have  been 
misunderstood  or  abused  in  some  instances,  it  seems 
appropriate  to  identify  persons  who  may  use  the 
gymnasium  and  the  pool,  and  the  conditions  of  use:

TECHNOCULTURE-1970 

Technoculture— 1970,  sponsored  by  the  Engineering 
Symposium  Committee  will  take  place  on  Saturday, 
Sunday,  Monday,  and  Tuesday,  April  4th,  5th,  6th  and  7th 
in  the  Green  Room  of  East  Duke  Building  and  the  Paul  M. 
Gross  Chemistry  Auditorium. 

Over  half  a  year  has  swept  by  since  man  and  machine 
first  touched  down  on  the  moon.  Amidst  the  controversy 
over  the  ultimate  value  of  the  achievement,  one  universal 
emotion  appears  to  be  shared  in  some  degrees  by  all,  and 
that  is  a  sense  of  awe.  Awe  for  the  power  of  man's 
technology  to  achieve  his  goals,  to  make  intelligent 
decision,  to  process  information,  to  provide  for  the  needs 
of  an  exploding  population,  and  to  determine  the  destiny 
of  both  man  and  his  environment.  The  responsibility  for 
wielding  and  understanding  such  power  rests  with  both  the 
technically  and  non-technically  educated  members  of  our 
society. 

Realizing  that  there  are  many  who  exhibit  either  an 
insensitive  or  a  defensive  attitude  toward  the  power  and 
pervasiveness  of  technology,  or  who  appear  unaware  of  the 
role  which  technology  may  play  in  shaping  our  culture, 
envirormient,  and  society,  the  Engineering  Symposium 
Committee  of  the  Duke  Engineering  Student  Government 
will  sponsor  "Technoculture— 1970."

STARS  TANDY  CRONYN 

"Cabaret,"  the  multiple  prize-winning  Broadway  musical 
success  that  launched  one  of  the  major  song-hits  of  the 
decade,  will  be  the  final  outstanding  touring  production  to 
be  seen  here  this  season  on  the  DUU  Broadway  at  Duke 
Series.  There  will  be  two  performances  on  Thursday,  April

An  exciting  and  pretty  newcomer  named  Tandy 
Cronyn— daughter  of  st^e  stars  Jessica  Tandy  and  Hume 
Cronyn— has  been  chosen  by  director-producer  Harold 
Prince  to  star  in  this  national  tour  of  "Cabaret."  Miss 
Cronyn  made  her  American  musical  debut  as  Sally  Bowles, 
the  good-time  night-club  girl  who  thinks  "life  is  a  cabaret" 
and  lives  accordingly,  in  the  Broadway  production  during 
the  summer  of  1969,  before  setting  out  on  her  present 


90-city  coast-to-coast  tour. 

During  the  summer,  "Cabaret"  passed  the  magic 
1200-performance  mari<  in  its  third  hit-year  on  Broadway 
after  having  sent  critics  into  transports  of  enthusiasm  and 
virtually  sweeping  the  Tony  Awards.  It  also  scored  in 
London,  where  last  year  it  was  named  Best  Musical  of  the 
Season.

CRAFT  FAIR  AND  SOUTHERN  HIGHLAND 
HANDICRAFT  GUILD  EXHIBITION 

The  D.U.U.  Graphic  Arts  Committee  will  sponsor  a  Craft 
Fair  and  Southern  Highland  Handicraft  Guild  Exhibition  to 
coincide  with  the  Folk  Festival  from  April  3rd  through 
April  30th  in  the  West  Union  Gallery. 

The  Southern  Highland  Handicraft  Guild  grew  from  the 
needs  and  visions  of  the  mountain  people.  Isolated  by  their 
rugged  homeland,  mountain  families  learned  to  make  what 
they  needed  with  their  own  hands,  using  the  abundant 
native  materials  of  the  area.  For  over  200  years,  skilled 
craftsmen  produced  all  the  necessary  clothing,  furniture, 
cookware,  baskets,  tools,  and  toys  for  the  rural  households. 
Throughout  the  lonesome  valleys  and  coves  of  the 
Appalachians,  a  handicraft  culture  grew  and  flourished.  For 
many  years,  the  isolation  of  the  land  preserved  the  rich 
culture.  But  passable  roads  were  finally  carved  through  the 
wilderness,  and  the  fruits  of  the  industrial  flatlands  filtered 
through.  The  loom  and  spinning  wheel  lost  their 
importance  as  yard  goods  and  store  bought  clothes  became 
available.  The  burden  of  mountain  living  was  eased,  but  the 
heritage  of  working  with  the  hands  was  almost  lost. 

In  the  late  1920's,  certain  individuals  felt  the  need  for  a 
regional  organizations  dedicated  to  preserving,  improving, 
and  marketing  mountain  crafts.  These  people,  representing 
several  States,  met  many  times  to  assess  the  needs  of  the 
mountain  people,  and  determine  how  the  planned 
organization  should  function.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
Council  of  the  Southern  Mountains  and  the  Russell  Sage 
Foundation,  their  visions  finally  became  a  reality— and  in 
1930,  the  Southern  Highland  Handicraft  Guild  was 
formally  established,  with  a  membership  of  thirty 
craftsmen  and  craft  centers.

FOLK  FESTIVAL:  "FACES  OF  FOLK" 
CONCERT  BY  TOM  RUSH 

The  D.U.U.  Performing  Arts  Committee  in  their  Folk 
Festival:  "Faces  of  Folk"  will  present  Tom  Rush,  well 
known  folk  singer,  in  a  concert  on  Sunday,  April  12th  at 
3:00  p.m.  in  Baldwin  Auditorium.  Tickets  priced  at  $2.50 
are  available  on  the  Main  Quad,  Record  Bars,  and  the  Page 
Box  Office. 

As  described  by  Fredi  Towbin: 

"Tom  Rush,  although  only  in  his  mid-twenties,  has  been 
a  major  name  on  the  music  scene  for  nearly  a  decade.  In  the 
early  60's,  he  was  one  of  the  inner  circle  of  tremendously 
popular  young,  predominantly  white,  folk  singers  who 
congregated  in  the  Boston  area  and  were  responsible  for  the 
folk  revival  which  later  took  on  international  popularity 
and  is  still  a  strong  current  in  pop  music  today.  As  long  ago 
as  1963,  Robert  Shelton,  then  of  the  New  York  Times, 
hailed  Rush  as  "one  of  the  most  important  of  the  new  city 
folk  singers  and  white  blues  interpreters."  At  the  same 
period,  another  writer,  Paul  Nelson,  added  of  Rush:  "He  is 
that  artist  none  of  us  thought  possible:  a  singer-guitarist 
who  ranges  through  the  whole  of  the  American  folk  song, 
high  and  low,  deep  and  wide,  with  complete  confidence, 
competence,  and  taste."  Needless  to  say,  times  have 
changed  dramatically  since  the  early  60 's  when  these  praises 
were  lauded  upon  the  (then)  Harvard  undergraduate,  and 
these  changes  are  reflected  in  the  work  of  any  artist  who  is 
attuned  to  the  times.  Tom  is  very  much  attuned,  as  his 
newly  released  Columbia  album  attests.  Featured  on  the 
album  are  a  number  of  contemporary  love  songs— songs  of 
the  mental  traveller,  the  rambler,  the  lover.  Each  is  given 
Tom's  unique,  often  gentle,  interpretation:  an 
interpretation  which  is  supported  by  magnificent 
musicianship  and  technical  virtuosity.  As  America  has 
changed  since  the  early  60's,  so  has  Tom  Rush.  Each  has 
grown,  reahzed  new  potentials  and  each  has,  in  a  real  sense, 
discovered  his  own  voice."

FIFTH  ANNUAL  WTVD  INTERCOLLEGIATE 

TRACK  AND  FIELD  CHAMPIONSHIPS  OF 

NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  Fifth  Annual  WTVD  Intercollegiate  Track  and  Field 
Championships  of  North  Carolina  will  be  held  at  Wallace 
Wade  Stadium  on  May  1st  and  2nd  beginning  at  4:00  p.m. 
on  Friday,  May  1st  and  at  9:00  a.m.  on  Saturday,  May  2nd. 
All  four-year  colleges  and  universities  in  the  State  are 
eligible  to  enter,  individuals  or  teams.  A  record  number  of 
colleges  and  universities  ran  in  1969.  Nineteen  eligible 
North  Carolina  educational  institutions  entered.  It  is 
believed  that  this  number  will  be  equalled  or  exceeded  in 
the  1970  running. 

A  meet  Most  Outstanding  Athlete  is  selected  by 
members  of  the  news  media  reporting  the  event.  Track 
Coach  Al  Buehler  of  Duke  is  Meet  Director.  Also  scheduled 
is  a  Track  Clinic  which  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  May  2nd 
at  9:00  a.m.  in  the  Indoor  Stadium.  Coach  Leroy  Walker  of 
North  Carolina  Central  University  will  conduct  the  clinic. 
All  interested  persons  are  cordially  invited  to  attend. 

An  added  event  will  be  the  3000  Meter  Steeplechase 
over  four  hurdles  and  a  water  jump  per  lap.  The  seven  lap 
event  is  not  quite  two  miles  long.  Runners  take 
twenty-eight  hurdle  jumps  and  seven  water  jumps  in  the 
race.  Hurdles  are  approximately  thirty-six  inches  high  and 
the  water  barrier  is  about  two-feet  six  inches  deep  and 
twelve  feet  wide.

The  Duke  University  Union  Performing  Arts  Committee 
will  present  the  Paul  Winter  Contemporary  Consort  in  a 
unique  musical  program  on  Friday  evening,  May  1st  at  8:15 


p.m.  in  Page  Auditorium.  Tickets,  priced  at  $1.50  general 
admission  are  now  available  in  Page  Box  Office. 

The  Paul  Winter  Contemporary  Consort  is  a  group  of 
young  musicians  who  are  developing  an  original  idiom  of 
music,  a  unique  synthesis  of  symphonic  orchestration,  folk 
music,  and  jazz.  The  seven  piece  Consort,  which  includes 
alto  saxophone,  cello,  English  horn,  alto  flute,  classical  and 
12-string  guitar,  bass,  and  a  variety  of  folk  percussion 
centering  on  a  set  of  seven  tuned  Brazilian  drums,  is  an 
ensemble  which  blends  to  create  a  distinctive,  rich  sonority. 

The  music  of  the  Consort  derives  from  the  whole  scope 
of  the  musical  experience  of  Winter  and  his  musicians: 
classical  music  known  from  symphonic  playing;  the  jazz 
experience  of  the  several  years  of  Winter's  first  Sextet;  folk 
music  learned  in  25  countries  visited  during  State 
Depsirtment  tours  and  from  work  with  Peter,  Paul  and 
Mary;  and  from  the  music  of  Brazil,  known  from  four  trips 
to  that  country. 

The  group  is  a  contemporary  model  of  the  Renaissance 
Consort,  one  of  the  earliest  instrumental  groups.  The  name 
"Consort"  meant  a  "family"  of  instruments,  and  the  ideal 
of  the  Renaissance  Consorts  was  to  achieve  a  homogeneous 
blend  among  (all)  the  instruments.  Only  the  warm, 
human-sounding  woodwinds,  strings,  and  percussion  were 
used.  The  Winter  Consort  is  based  on  this  same  ideal,  using 
instruments  of  our  day,  making  music  for  our  times. 

In  this  dedication  to  creating  particular  sounds,  the 
group  has  found  among  various  folk  cultures  vital  sounds 
which  work  well  with  the  Consort,  and  they  use  several 
auxiliary  instruments  including  the  African  Thump-piano 
(Kalimba),  the  Israeli  Jar-drum  (Darbuke),  and  Chalil  (folk 
flute),  folk  guitars,  the  Renaissance  Racket  (an  ancient 
double-reed  instrument),  and  many  percussion  instruments 
from  Africa,  Brazil,  and  India. 

The  Consort's  repertoire  is  broad,  including  Blues,  Bach 
Cantatas,  folk  pieces  (particularly  from  Africa,  Brazil, 
Bulgaria,  Israel,  Spain,  Russia,  and  England)  and  original 
compositions  based  on  folk  modes,  ethnic  rhythms, 
andGregorian  Chant.  They  play  interpretations  of  music  by 
contemporary  writers  for  whom  they  have  great 
respect— Pete  Seeger,  Bob  Dylan,  and  the  Beatles.  And  they 
have  adapted  works  by  Bartok,  Villa-Lobos,  Ives,  and  Carl 
Orff. 

A  highlight  of  the  evening  will  be  the  world  premiere  of 
New  York  Composer,  John  Duffy's  "Concerto  for  Six 
Improvisers  and  Concert  Band,  No.  1"  featuring  the  Duke 
University  Concert  Band,  under  the  direction  of  Paul  Bryan 
with  the  Paul  Winter  Consort  as  soloists.

In  bringing  the  1969-70  season  to  a  close,  Duke  Player's 
last  major  production.  Tango,  will  feature  both  an 
appearance  by  the  playwright,  Slawomir  Mrozek,  and  the 
last  of  the  season's  guest  directors,  Donald  Colucci.  Mrozek 
comes  to  Duke  in  conjunction  with  the  Slavic  Languages 
Department  at  Duke  University  and  will  spend  two  days  on 
the  Duke  campus,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  May  6th  and 
7th.  His  itinerary  will  be  announced  later. 

Mrozek,  at  40,  "is  Poland's  most  famous  young 
playwright  and  satirist  whose  works  have  been  translated 
and  produced  throughout  the  world  (TDR/the  Drama 
Review)."  He  was  one  of  several  leading  writers  and 
intellectuals  who  protested  Polish  involvement  in  the 
Russian  invasion  of  Czechoslovakia  in  1968.  He  has  not 
returned  to  Poland  since  that  time. 

The  Players'  production  of  Tango  is  the  Southeastern 
premiere  for  Mrozek's  work.  The  play  was  first  performed 
in  this  country  by  the  Tyrone  Guthrie  Theatre  in 
Minneapolis  and  was  also  produced  at  Cornell  earlier  this 
year.  It  is  scheduled  to  go  on  national  tour  in  the  fall. 

To  direct  Tango  Players  has  brought  to  Duke  from  the 
University  of  Indiana  Donald  Colucci,  a  graduate  of 
Northern  Illinois  (B.A.)  and  the  University  of  Nebraska 
(M.A.).  Colucci  recently  directed  Aristophanes'  The  Birds 
and  Brecht's  The  Exception  and  the  Rule  for  the  summer 
workshop  at  the  Hull  House  Theatre  in  Chicago. 

Tango  presents  a  modern  family  which  has  stepped 
beyond  all  conventions,  and  the  exasperated  attempts  of 
the  son,  a  student,  to  introduce  order  into  the  situation. 
The  normal  family  universe  is  inverted  with  strange  results. 
But  the  play  is  more  than  another  case  of  generation  gap. 
Rather,  it  takes  on  the  whole  question  of  order  and 
disorder  and  what  is  behind  the  strange  logic  of  authority.

He  has  also  been  able  to  establish  definite  morphological 
correlates  of  vertical  and  horizontal  shape  discrimination  in 
Octopus  brain.  In  recent  years  he  has  advanced  a  theory  of 
learning  in  Octopus  which  he  calls  the  mnemon  theory.
